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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


JANUARY 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit totalled 531,900 on January 31, 25 per cent higher 
than the 423,400 recorded at the end of December. On January 31, 1966 the total was 511,800. More 
than 80 per cent of the month-to-month increase was due to higher totals of male claimants; this is 
substantially less than the same interval last year when almost 90 per cent were male. Females 
accounted for 60 per cent of the increase from one year ago. 


Examination of the following table illustrates movements in the count of regular and seasonal 
benefit claimants, by sex. Regular benefit claimants increased by almost 66,000 from December 30 to 
January 31, while the year-over-year increment was 28,000. Seasonal benefit claimants increased by 
some 43,000 from December 30 to January 31, but were 7,000 lower than last year. The year-over-year 
decrease was attributable to males, females having increased only slightly.

Initial and renewal claims 


A total of 254,400 initial and renewal claims were filed during January, slightly higher than 
the December total of 251,500 and some 29,000 above the January 1966 total of 225,000. Claims arising 
out of separations from employment during the month accounted for 219,000 of the total, the residual 
36,000 being requests for re-establishment of credits, most of which were transitional from regular to 
seasonal benefit. 


Beneficiaries and benefit payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries during January was estimated at 354,200 in compari- 
son with 226,000 in December and 361,200 one year ago. Benefit payments during the month totalled 
$41.4 million versus $22.4 million in December and $35.9 million in January 1966. The average weekly 
payment in January was $25.96, for December $24.81 and $24.86 in January 1966. 


Provincial data 


Claimant totals on January 31 were substantially higher than on December 30 in all provinces. 
The largest percentage increases occurred in Nova Scotia (43 per cent), Ontario (37 per cent) and 
Manitoba (33 per cent). The month-to-month increases in Nova Scotia and Ontario were associated with 
layoffs in the mining industry and the manufacture of transportation equipment, respectively. Per- 
centage changes by sex are shown in the following table.

Industrial Classification of Persons Separated from Employment and Filing Initial (1 
Claims for Unemployment Insurance Benefit During December 1966 


New cases of recorded unemployment totalled 133,000 during December, in comparison with 141,000 
the same month one year ago. Approximately 60 per cent of the current cases were concentrated in 
Ontario and Quebec. 


There was a significantly higher concentration in the manufacturing industry which accounted 
for 35 per cent this month in comparison with just over 25 per cent one year ago. All provinces 
except Manitoba indicated higher percentages this year. In all other industries, the pattern was vir- 
tually unchanged from one year ago.

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Seasonal Benefit, 1966-67 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal benefit are unchanged from last year, Effective 
November 20, 1966 to mid-May 1967, claims failing the regular contribution requirements are considered 
for seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these terms for unemployment occurring before Decem- 
ber 4(1). Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by a claimant during this period. The 
minimum duration is for 12 weeks,(2) hence exhaustion of seasonal benefit will not occur before Feb- 
ruary 18. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing the regular requirements are considered first 
under class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 contribution weeks subsequent to the week con- 
taining March 31, 1966. Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this class is based entirely on 
contributions since that date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of benefit for every 6 weeks 
of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirement for class A are then examined for possible qualifi- 
cation under class B which represents an extension of benefit for those for whom a regular benefit period 
terminated during the interval since May 21, 1966. The authorization will be that shown on the preceding 
regular benefit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the seasonal benefit period, whichever is 
the lesser. The weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, adjusted, 1f necessary, for any 
change in dependency status. Claims established subsequent to April 1, 1967 are exclusively class B. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) (4) must comply with all the provisions of the 
Act and Regulations, except where mentioned above. 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Seasonal Benefit Claimants, includes those seasonal benefit claimants whose 
claim documents carry the identification F, for fishing. This indicates that the person is eligible for 
seasonal benefit by virtue of fishing contributions, i.e. his countable contributions for the 15 weeks 
included at least one week of fishing contributions (or his preceding regular benefit period was also 
designated as F). 


(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week com- 
mencing November 27. 


(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims is 13 weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subsequent 
to the week ending February 25, 1967 provide entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to seasonal benefit claims. This section was added in 
September 1959 in order to minimize the impact of short-term employment on the weekly rate for sub- 
sequent regular claims filed within a two-year period. 


(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants classed as fishermen will be considered available and 
unemployed in respect to any activity in commercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, equip- 
ment or boat. However, income from fishing or any other activity during a week is taken into con- 
sideration in determining the amount of benefit payable.

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Unemployment Insurance Activities - Calendar Years 1966 and 1965 


On October 6, 1966, the Minister of Labour announced in the House of Commons, that unemployment 
insurance coverage was being extended to certain farm workers, effective April 1, 1967. The main 
exclusions are: workers who are members of the employer's family or who are themselves operators of 
farms ( and hence are employed only casually as a paid worker). While board, lodging or other non- 
pecuniary remuneration is taken into account in determining total wages for purposes of contribution, 
no contributions are required for any week in which cash wages are less than $9. There is no wage 
ceiling for agricultural workers. 


The insured population averaged 4,338,000 in 1966, 2 per cent above the 1965 average of 
4,256,000. The increase occurred in the employed segment, the claimants having declined from 322,000 
in 1965 to 315,000 in the current year. (See table 1) Similar movements were observed in the labour 
force (1) where the non-agricultural paid workers increased by 6 per cent and the average unemployment 
declined. 


The improved employment conditions were reflected in a lower claim volume in 1966, i.e. 
1,548,000, some 80,000 less than 1965. There were 36 claims filed per 100 insured persons in 1966 
versus 38 in 1965. Benefit payments, at $295 million, were $17 million less than for 1965. The aver- 
age weekly payment in 1966 was $24.52 virtually unchanged from $24.54 for the previous year. 


The charts below illustrate the generally improved conditions in 1966, compared with the 
preceding four years.

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APPENDIX 1 


Changes in Methodology for Estimating Average Weekly Beneficiaries 


Statistics emanating from administrative procedures are generally integrated with the system. 
It follows then that as procedures are amended the methodological approach to the statistics may also 
undergo a change. 


Over the years, the method used to obtain an estimate of beneficiaries has undergone consider- 
able variation. When the Act became operative in July 1941, the statistical program included arrange- 
ments to obtain a monthly count of beneficiaries. In July 1949, however, as the result of an adminis- 
trative change in the method of recording benefit payments, this figure was no longer available. 
Instead, information was provided on the number of payments (equivalent to the number of benefici- 
aries) in a particular week of each month. 


Subsequent developments leading to the gradual extension of the bi-weekly system of claims 
payments necessitated a further methodological change. In February 1955 a new concept was adopted, 
whereby an average weekly estimate for the month was prepared by applying an appropriate divisor to the 
number of payments for the month. 


A further amendment, introduced late in 1965, put all continuing claims on a mail system. 
Under the amended procedure all payments are mailed to the claimant who is provided with a document 
containing questions relating to his employment and earnings. This enables the Commission to determine 
his benefit entitlement. The claimant is instructed to forward the completed document to the Com- 
mission at the end ot the period covered by the report. In general, then, these reports are received 
in local offices early in the week, As a result, pay days are no longer scheduled over each day of the. 
week but tend to be concentrated in the early part of the week. In view of this latest development, 
a slight adjustment in the divisor applied to the number of payments is indicated. The estimates for 
1966 have been revised, accordingly.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as Claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to Sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
re-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Kevised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-evailability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipr 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Where it is established that loss of employment 
was voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim,. hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve as examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
“not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
Claries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 
period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class’A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick.

FEBRUARY 1967 


Claimants at Month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit, both regular and seasonal, numbered 551,800 on 
February 28, in comparison with 531,900 on January 31 and 530,500 one year ago. The current claimant 
count represents an increase of approximately 20,000 or 4 per cent over both the previous month and the 
previous year. 


The month-to-month increase was accounted for by seasonal benefit claimants, the number of 
regular benefit claimants remaining unchanged. In comparison with 1966, the number of regular benefit 
claimants increased by approximately 34,000, whereas claimants for seasonal benefit declined by some 
12,000. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total of 169,700 initial and renewal claims were filed in local offices across Canada during 
February, almost 85,000 fewer than the January total of 254,400. During February 1966 the total was 
150,300. Claims arising out of separations from employment during the month accounted for 140,000 of 
the total, the residual of 29,000 being requests for re-establishment of credits, most of which are 
transitional from regular to seasonal benefit. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries during February was estimated at 420,400 in com- 
parison with 354,200 in January and 440,600 one year ago. Benefit payments during the month totalled 
$43.5 million versus $41.4 million in January and $44.3 million in February 1966. The average weekly 
payment was $25.89 in February, $25.96 in January and $25.14 in February 1966. 


Provincial Data 


The February 28 claimant count was slightly higher than on January 31 in all provinces except 
British Columbia where a small decline occurred. The increment over one year ago was mainly con- 
centrated in Ontario (17,000) and British Columbia (10,000) partially offset by declines in most of 
the other provinces. The Manitoba total was 15 per cent lower than last year.

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Seasonal Benefit, 1966-67 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal benefit are unchanged from last year, Effective 
November 20, 1966 to mid-May 1967, claims failing the regular contribution requirements are considered 
for seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these terms for unemployment occurring before Decem- 
ber 4(1}. Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by a claimant during this period. The 
minimum duration is for 12 weeks,(2) hence exhaustion of seasonal benefit will not occur before Feb- 
ruary 18. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing the regular requirements are considered first 
under class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 contribution weeks subsequent to the week con- 
taining March 31, 1966. Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this class is based entirely on 
contributions since that date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of benefit for every 6 weeks 
of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirement for class A are then examined for possible qualifi- 
cation under class B which represents an extension of benefit for those for whom a regular benefit period 
terminated during the interval since May 21, 1966. The authorization will be that shown on the preceding 
regular benefit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the seasonal benefit period, whichever is 
the lesser, The weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, adjusted, if necessary, for any 
change in dependency status. Claims established subsequent to April 1, 1967 are exclusively class B. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) (4) must comply with all the provisions of the 
Act and Regulations, except where mentioned above. 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Seasonal Benefit Claimants, includes those seasonal benefit claimants whose 
claim documents carry the identification F, for fishing. This indicates that the person is eligible for 
seasonal benefit by virtue of fishing contributions, i.e. his countable contributions for the 15 weeks 
included at least one week of fishing contributions (or his preceding regular benefit period was also 
designated as F). 


(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week com- 
mencing November 27. 


(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims is 13 weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subsequent 
to the week ending February 25, 1967 provide entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to seasonal benefit claims. This section was added in 
September 1959 in order to minimize the impact of short-term employment on the weekly rate for sub- 
sequent regular claims filed within a two-year period. 


(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants classed as fishermen will be considered available and 
unemployed in respect to any activity in commercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, equip- 
ment or boat. However, income from fishing or any other activity during a week is taken into con- 
sideration in determining the amount of benefit payable.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: F'or purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent Sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
re-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-availability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Where it is established that loss of employment 
was voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim, hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve as examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
‘not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or. 


more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 


period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


MARCH 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit totalled 544,000 on March 31, 1967 marking a 
decline of 8,000 or 1 percent from the February 1967 total of 552,000. Compared with the March 1966 
total of 498,000 the present count showed a 9 percent increase. The month-to-month decline can be 
attributed almost entirely to a decrease in male claimants. 


The total for regular benefit claimants in March 1967 stood at 407,000 showing a decline of 
approximately 22,000 compared with February 1967 claimants under the same category. Seasonal benefit 
claimants, however, showed an increase of almost 15,000 over February figures. Regular benefit 
claimants were higher by 52,000 over March 1966, while the seasonal benefit claimants showed a decline 
of approximately 6,000 for the same period. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total 182,000 initial and renewal claims were filed during March 1967. The figure showed an 
increase of 23,000 over March 1966, and a rise of 12,000 on month-to-month basis. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly estimate of beneficiaries amounted to 458,000 for March 1967 as against 
420,000 for February 1967 and 370,000 for March 1966. Benefit payments amounted to $53.2 million 
during March 1967 compared with $43.5 million in February 1967 and $46.2 million in March 1966. The 
average weekly payment was $25.82 for March 1967, $25.89 for February 1967 and $24.98 for March 1966. 


Provincial Data 


Compared with unemployment insurance claimants count in February 1967, the March figures showed 
a decline in all provinces except New Brunswick and Quebec where small increases occurred. Compared 
with figures in March 1966 all provinces showed an increase except Prince Edward Island, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. The Province of Manitoba showed a decline of 9 percent. In both Ontario and British 
Columbia the count increased by 18 percent. A comparison on month-to-month basis in the number of 
claims filed showed an increase in all provinces except Ontario where a 4 percent decline was marked.

Seasonal Benefit, 1966-67 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal benefit are unchanged from last year, Effective 
November 20, 1966 to mid-May 1967, claims failing the regular contribution requirements are considered 
for seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these terms for unemployment occurring before Decem- 
ber 4(1). Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by a claimant during this period. The 
minimum duration is for 12 weeks,(2) hence exhaustion of seasonal benefit will not occur before Feb- 
ruary 18. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing the regular requirements are considered first 
under class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 contribution weeks subsequent to the week con- 
taining March 31, 1966. Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this class is based entirely on 
contributions since that date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of benefit for every 6 weeks 
of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirement for class A are then examined for possible qualifi- 
cation under class B which represents an extension of benefit for those for whom a regular benefit period 
terminated during the interval since May 21, 1966. The authorization will be that shown on the preceding 
regular benefit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the seasonal benefit period, whichever is 
the lesser. The weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, adjusted, if necessary, for any 
change in dependency status, Claims established subsequent to April 1, 1967 are exclusively class B. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) (4) must comply with all the provisions of the 
Act and Regulations, except where mentioned above, 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Seasonal Benefit Claimants, includes those seasonal benefit claimants whose 
claim documents carry the identification F, for fishing. This indicates that the person is eligible for 
seasonal benefit by virtue of fishing contributions, i.e. his countable contributions for the 15 weeks 
included at least one week of fishing contributions (or his preceding regular benefit period was also 
designated as F). 


(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week com- 
mencing November 27. 


(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims is 13 weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subsequent 
to the week ending February 25, 1967 provide entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to seasonal benefit claims. This section was added in 
September 1959 in order to minimize the impact of short-term employment on the weekly rate for sub- 
sequent regular claims filed within a two-year period. 


(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants classed as fishermen will be considered available and 
unemployed in respect to any activity in commercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, equip- 
ment or boat. However, income from fishing or any other activity during a week is taken into con- 
sideration in determining the amount of benefit payable.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as Claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
re-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-evailability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Nhere it is established that loss of employment 
wes voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim, hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve as examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
‘not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 
period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class À must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is reeorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


APRIL 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit, both regular and seasonal, totalled 492,000 on 
April 28, 1967 as compared with 544,000 on March 31, 1967 and 414,000 at the end of April one year ago. 
This represented a nine per cent decline from the end of March 1967 count but an increase of 19 per 
cent over last year's total for April. 


The month-to-month decline in male and female claimants amounted to 12 and 3 per cent respec- 
tively. Males increased by 18 per cent over the April 29, 1966 count while a 22 per cent rise occurred 
in the number of females. More than 90 per cent of the month-to-month decline was accounted for by 
males. However, male claimants comprised 70 per cent of the increase over last year. 


Both regular and seasonal benefit claimants recorded a decline from last month. Regular 
benefit claimants numbered 360,000 on April 28, 1967, an 11 per cent decline from the total of 407,000 
for the end of March 1967. 


The seasonal benefit claimant total was approximately 132,000 showing a 3 per cent decline 
from last month's total, and a 5 per cent rise over the April 1966 count, 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total of 148,000 initial and renewal claims were filed during April, a 19 per cent decline 
from 182,000 last month and an increase of 24 per cent over the 120,000 recorded for April 1966. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries during April 1967 was estimated at 461,000 as com- 
pared with 458,000 in March 1967 and 378,000 one year ago. Benefit payments during April 1967 totalled 
$47.2 million as against $53.2 million in March 1967 and $37.5 million in April 1966. The average 
weekly payment was $25.63 for April 1967, $25.82 for March 1967 and $24.76 for April last year. 


Provincial Data 


Claimant totals at the end of April 1967 showed a decline from the end of March in all pro- 
vinces. The largest decline, 17 per cent, occurred in Saskatchewan. The province of Alberta showed 
the smallest decline, 6 per cent. Compared with the claimant count of a year ago, the April total repre- 
sented a general and substantial increase except for Manitoba. It will be noted that the March-to- 
April percentage declines this year were considerably smaller than those for the same interval last 
year.

All provinces except Prince Edward Island and and Alberta had fewer claims in April. The year 
over year comparison showed Ontario as having the largest increase, 44 per cent, 35 per cent for initial 
and 73 per cent for renewal. Initial claims in British Columbia were 30 per cent above last April.

Industrial Classification of Persons Separated from Employment and Filing Initial(1) 
Claims for Unemployment Insurance Benefit During March 1967 


New cases of recorded insured unemployment totalled 73,100 during March 1967 as against 
60,800 for the comparable period last year, an increase of 12,300 or approximately 20 per cent. Quebec 
and Ontario accounted for about 70 per cent of the claims, as was the case one year ago. 


The manufacturing industry accounted for 30 per cent at the national level, as against 25 per 
cent during March 1966. Increases of approximately 10 per cent were recorded over last year in the 
manufacturing industry in Newfoundland, Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba. 


Claims from the construction industry made up a slightly smaller proportion than a year ago. 
At the provincial level, deviations from last year were minor, 


There was a 20 per cent decline from last year in Newfoundland in the forestry industry, while 
New Brunswick showed an increase of 15 per cent. 


(1) Initial claims taken on behalf of persons exhausting benefit and seeking re-establishment of 
credits are excluded. Excluded also are persons separating from employment and filing renewal 
claims,

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Seasonal Benefit, 1966-67 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal benefit are unchanged from last year, Effective 
November 20, 1966 to mid-May 1967, claims failing the regular contribution requirements are considered 
for seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these terms for unemployment occurring before Decem- 
ber 4(1). Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by a claimant during this period. The 
minimum duration is for 12 weeks,(2) hence exhaustion of seasonal benefit will not occur before Feb- 
ruary 18. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing the regular requirements are considered first 
under class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 contribution weeks subsequent to the end of 
the previous March. Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this class is based entirely on 
contributions since that date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of benefit for every 6 weeks 
of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirement for class A are then examined for possible qualifi- 
cation under class B which represents an extension of benefit for those for whom a regular benefit period 
terminated during the interval since May 21, 1966. The authorization will be that shown on the preceding 
regular benefit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the seasonal benefit period, whichever is 
the lesser. The weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, adjusted, if necessary, for any 
change in dependency status. Claims established subsequent to April 1, 1967 are exclusively class B. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) (4) must comply with all the provisions of the 
Act and Regulations, except where mentioned above. 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Seasonal Benefit Claimants, includes those seasonal benefit claimants whose 
claim documents carry the identification F, for fishing. This indicates that the person is eligible for 
seasonal benefit by virtue of fishing contributions, i.e. his countable contributions for the 15 weeks 
included at least one week of fishing contributions (or his preceding regular benefit period was also 
designated as F). 


(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week com- 
mencing November 27. 


(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims is 13 weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subsequent 
to the week ending February 25, 1967 provide entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to seasonal benefit claims. This section was added in 
September 1959 in order to minimize the impact of short-term employment on the weekly rate for sub- 
sequent regular claims filed within a two-year period. 


(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants classed as fishermen will be considered available and 
unemployed in respect to any activity in commercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, equip- 
ment or boat. However, income from fishing or any other activity during a week is taken into con- 
sideration in determining the amount of benefit payable.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as Claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
re-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-availability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Where it is established that loss of employment 
was voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim,.hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve as examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
‘not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
tate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 
period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


MAY 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


The count of claimants for regular unemployment insurance benefit totalled 281,100 on May 31, 
1967 as against 217,600 for the same date one year ago, an increase of 29 per cent. The April 28, 
1967 count was 492,300, comprising 360,400 regular benefit and 131,900 seasonal benefit claimants. 
The seasonal benefit period terminated on May 20. 


The percentage increase over May 31, 1966 was 32 per cent for males, 25 per cent for females. 


While May 31 data are not comparable with those for the months December to April, it is interesting 
to note the year-over-year changes for this period, in order to assess the impact of seasonal benefit.

A rather sharp reversal occurred in percentage increases, for the sexes, in column (6) and is 
partly tied in with the fact the data are for regular benefit only. During the entire 1966-67 seasonal 
benefit season, seasonal benefit totals were lower than for 1965-66. 


It is worth noting also that while the May 31, 1967 total is almost a third above that for 
May 31, 1966, the May 31, 1966 figures were 5 per cent below the May 31, 1965. It is possible that 
the completion of the work on the Exposition may be a factor in the situation this year. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


Initial and renewal claims filed during the month of May 1967 totalled 116,900 as compared 
with 91,000 during May 1966; for April the total was 148,200. The total for May 1967 represents an 
increase of 28 per cent over that for the comparable period one year ago and a 21 per cent decline 
from April 1967. The month-to-month decline, can, to a certain degree, be attributed to the cessation 
of seasonal benefit payments subsequent to May 20; this is indicated by the fact that while initial 
claims comprised about three-quarters of the total claim volume in both April and May, they accounted 
for four-fifths of the April to May decline. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly estimate of beneficiaries during May 1967 was 294,200 in comparison with 
278,200 one year ago, and 460,500 for April 1967. Benefit payments totalled $37.2 million in May 1967 
versus $47.2 million in April 1967 and $30.0 million in May 1966. The average weekly payment was $25.28 
for May 1967, $25.63 for April 1967 and $23.93 for May 1966. 


Provincial Data 


Year-over-year comparisons indicated an increase in the total number of regular benefit 
claimants on May 31, 1967 over May 31, 1966 in all provinces except Manitoba, where a slight decline 
occurred, The regular benefit count in May 1966 compared with May 1965 figures, for example, showed 
a decline in all provinces except Ontario where there was a very slight increase.

The year-over-year comparison of total initial and renewal claims indicated an increase in 
all provinces except for a slight (2 per cent) decline in Manitoba. Initial claims were higher in all 
Provinces. However, in the case of renewal claims, the provinces of Manitoba and Nova Scotia showed 
declines of 15 and 3 per cent, respectively.

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Seasonal Benefit 


Claims considered under the seasonal benefit provisions accounted for more than 35 per cent of 
initial claims processed during the 1966-67 period as against 40 per cent one year ago. The heaviest 
volume of claims considered under these provisions occurs in December. This is associated with two 
factors in particular, one being the slow-down in employment due to climatic conditions and the other 
being the opening of the seasonal benefit period, commencing November 27. 


Initial claims established under the seasonal benefit provisions numbered 242,400* compared 
with 250,000* during the 1965-66 period, a decline of 7,600 or 3 per cent. In about 10 per cent of 
the cases, eligibility was achieved by virtue of contributions in fishing, and for this group the 
number was only slightly lower than one year ago, with the decline from last year occurring mainly 
among persons eligible for non-fishing seasonal benefit. 


As indicated in Table II, out of the total of 242,400 benefit claims, 60,800 or one-quarter 
were established in December. The January total established was somewhat less, about 50,000 but some 
of these would have been filed in December. The sharp dip in the May total is mainly due to the termi- 
nation of the seasonal benefit period on May 20. 


Claimants reporting to the local offices on the last working day of the month (Table III) 
reached the peak on March 31, 1967 with a total of 136,500. While the end of the April claimant total 
is some 5,000 less than March, this was true only for fishermen, non-fishing seasonal benefit claimants 
having increased, Exhaustion of benefit as weli as resumption of fishing accounts for this decline. 


| For the fishing sector, the months of December and January were the peak periods with 90 per 
cent of the claims recorded during those two months (Table II) as against 45 per cent recorded in the 
non-fishing sector. Of the 25,000 fishermen establishing benefit, approximately 20,000 or 80 per cent 
were in the Atlantic provinces. Newfoundland accounted for almost 10,000, Nova Scotia being next with 
more than 5,000. British Columbia recorded 4,000. 


During the 1966-67 period almost $70 million was paid under these provisions; this compares with 
$61 million for the same period last year.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
re-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 


claim. The count commences with the week in 


which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
‘non-availability’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 


Where it is established that loss of employment 
was voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim,.hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve as examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, Seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
‘not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit. will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 


period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 
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certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed, 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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Historical data since 1941 are contained in the July 1966 issue in this series, while annual 


data for the calendar years 1965 and 1966 are included in the January 1967 issue in this series.

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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


JUNE 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit totalled 243,000 on June 30, 1967 as compared 
with 281,000 on May 31, 1967 and 181,000 one year ago. This represented a 34 per cent increase over 
June 30 last year but a 14 per cent decline from May 31, 1967. 


The count of male claimants on June 30, 1967 totalled 148,000 an increase of 39 per cent over 
one year ago. The number of female claimants increased by 27 per cent. The month-to-month decline 
was almost entirely due to a 20 per cent drop in the number of male claimants. Male claimants 
accounted for 60 per cent of the total on the last day of June 1967, as against 75 per cent or more 
for the winter months. This is associated with the seasonal upswing of job opportunities for male 
workers. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total of 89,000 initial and renewal claims were filed at local offices across Canada during 
June 1967 compared with 117,000 in May 1967 and 68,000 in June one year ago. This represented a 30 
per cent increase over last year - 28 per cent in initial claims and 37 per cent in renewals. Ninety 
per cent of the June claims were from workers separated from employment during the month as against 
75 per cent during May. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 181,600 in June 1967 compared with 
294,200 in May 1967 and 137,500 in June 1966. Benefit payments amounted to $17.8 million in June 1967 
as against $37.2 million in May 1967 and $14.7 million in June 1966. The average weekly benefit pay- 
ment was $24.56 for June 1967, $25.28 for May 1967 and $23.78 for June 1966. 


Provincial Data 


With the exception of Ontario, decreases in the number of claimants since May 31 occurred in 
every province. A small increase of 3 per cent in Ontario undoubtedly is an indirect result of labour 
disputes in the construction and manufacturing industries in that province. 


Compared with June 30, 1966 the number of claimants was higher in every province. Over 75 per 
cent of the increase occurred in Quebec and Ontario.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
Claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
Te-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
Stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
Overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-evailability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims onwhich a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipi 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Where it is established that loss of employment 
was voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim,.hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve as examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
“not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 


Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 
period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 


seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 


includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


JULY 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit numbered 246,000 on July 31, 1967 as against 
243,000 on June 30, 1967 and 196,000 one year ago. This represented virtually no change from June 30, 
1967 but a 26 per cent rise over last year (28 per cent for males and 23 per cent for females). 


Male claimants accounted for 60 per cent of the total on each of the above mentioned dates. 
However, 66 per cent of those on claim 1-4 weeks as at July 31, 1967 were men, while the group 5 weeks 
or more on continuous claim comprised only 55 per cent men. This pattern is typical at this season of 
the year. 


Initial and renewal claims 


A total of 102,000 initial and renewal claims were filed in local offices across Canada during 
July, in comparison with 89,000 in June and 87,000 one year ago. More than 90 per cent of the claims 
filed during the three months under review represented separations from employment during the month. 


Beneficiaries and benefit payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 180,000 for July in comparison 
with 181,600 for June and 144,200 one year ago. Benefit payments amounted to $17.7 million in July as 
against $17.8 million in June and $13.7 million one year ago. The average weekly payment was $24.64 
in July 1967, $24.56 in June 1967 and $23.68 in July 1966. 


Provincial data 


All provinces except Ontario showed a decline in the claimant count, as between June 30 and 
July 31, 1967. In Ontario, the count increased by 21 per cent, 32 per cent for men and 8 per cent for 
women. The Ontario increment is not unusual at this time, and reflects temporary lay-offs and annual 
holiday shut-downs in the automotive industry. New Brunswick was the only province which recorded 
lower claimant totals than one year ago; however, the decline occurred among the males, the number of 
females having increased.

An increased volume of 13,000 claims was filed in July over June. All provinces except 
Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and British Columbia shared in this increase. However, it is 
worth while pointing out that the increase in Ontario exceeded the total increase. The changes in 
the other provinces were small. Generally higher claims over one year ago were recorded except for 
the Atlantic region.

Industrial Classification of Persons Separated from Employment and Filing Initial (1) 
Claims for Unemployment Insurance Benefit During June 1967 


During June there were 38,700 new cases of recorded unemployment, as indicated by initial 
claims, an increase of 26 per cent from a year ago. Quebec and Ontario accounted for more than 75 per 
cent of the cases, and virtually all of the 8,000 increase over last year. Almost 90 per cent of the 
increase occurred in the manufacturing and construction industries. 


The heavy concentration of cases in the Public Administration and Defence Industry in 
Newfoundland last year was due in large meesure to the closing of a military base in that province.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as claimants. The estimates are revised 
once à year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
re-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
Stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
Subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-evailability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims onwhich a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Where it is established that loss of employment 
was voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim,, hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve as examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
teceived less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
‘not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
tate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weékly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 


period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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Claims and Benefit Payments 


August 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit numbered 227,100 on August 31, some 20,000 fewer 
than the July 31 count of 246,300, but approximately 40,000 more than the 187,200 shown for August 31, 
1966. Males accounted for two-thirds of the month-to-month decline. While more than half of the year- 
over-year increase was also attributed to males, the rate of increase over one year ago was less for 
males (20 per cent) than for females (25 per cent). 


The sex composition of those coming on claim during the month, as indicated by the count of 
claimants on continuous claim 1-4 weeks at the month-end, was virtually unchanged for the three periods 
under review i.e., two-thirds were men. Claimants 1-4 weeks on claim constituted a slightly smaller 
proportion of the total on August 31 (41 per cent) than on July 31, (46 per cent) when the claimant 
group normally reflects lay-offs associated with annual holiday and plant shut-downs. 


Initial and renewal claims 


A total of 92,500 initial and renewal claims were filed at local offices across Canada during 
August, in comparison with 102,100 in July and 83,600 in August 1966. More than three-quarters of the 
month-to-month decrease and year-over-year increase were in respect of renewal claims. 


Beneficiaries and benefit payments 


The average weekly estimate of beneficiaries was 138,200 for August, in comparison with 180,000 
for July and 100,200 for August 1966. Benefit payments amounted to $16.8 million during August, $17.7 
million in July and $11.8 million one year ago. The average weekly payment was $24.38 in August, 
$24.64 in July and $23.60 in August 1966. 


Provincial data 


All provinces except Nova Scotia, Alberta and British Columbia reported declines in the July- 
to-August claimant count. Numerically the bulk of the decline occurred in Ontario and Quebec. This 
was partially off-set by a substantial increase in British Columbia. The 1-4 week category of male 
claimants in British Columbia on August 31 increased from 6,000 on July 31 to 10,000 on August 31.

The month-to-month claim volume was lower during August, except in British Columbia and Nova 
Scotia where claims increased by 50 and 40 per cent respectively. Small increases also occurred in 
Newfoundland, New Brunswick and Alberta. In contrast with the other provinces Prince Edward Island, 
New Brunswick, Saskatchewan and Alberta recorded a lower year-over-year claim volume. The largest per 
cent increases were shown in Quebec (23 per cent) and British Columbia (18 per cent).

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
re-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial OT 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. À revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-evailability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Nhere it is established that loss of employment 
wes voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim, hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve aS examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
‘not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess eamings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 


Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 
period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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Historical data since 1941 are contained in the July 1966 issue in this series, while annual 


are included in the January 1967 issue in this series.

Claimants at month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit numbered 210,900 on September 29, a decrease of 
16,200 from the 227,100 on August 31 but an increase of 46,000 over the 164,900 recorded one year ago. 
While males accounted for 70 per cent of the 16,200 decrease from August 31, they comprised 60 per cent 
of the 46,000 increase since September 30, 1966. This latter proportion (60 per cent) approximates 
the proportion of male claimants at each of the three dates under consideration. 


While the month-over-month decrease was 16,200 (or 7 per cent) the decrease for the same inter- 
vals in 1966 was 22,300 (or 12 per cent) of which more than 80 per cent was accounted for by males. 


Almost 50 per cent of the 123,300 male claimants recorded on September 29 were in the category 
1 to 4 weeks on claim as against thirty-five per cent of the females. Fewer than 30 per cent of the 
males as against 40 per cent of the females had been on continuous claim more than 13 weeks. 


Initial and renewal claims 


A total of 82,700 initial and renewal claims were filed in local offices across Canada in 
September, in comparison with 73,000 in September 1966. The August total was 92,500. Almost 95 per 
cent of the claims filed in September were in respect of persons separated from employment during the 
month. 


Beneficiaries and benefit payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 160,100 for September, in comparison 
with 138,200 for August and 128,200 for September 1966. Benefit payments during September amounted to 
$15.8 million versus $16.8 million in August and $12.3 million one year ago. The average weekly payment 
was $24.62 in September, $24.38 in August and $23.93 in September 1966. | 


Provincial data 


All provinces shared in the August 31 to September 29 decline in the claimant count. The 
largest percentage declines occurred in Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island, 14 and 12 per cent re- 
spectively; Ontario and Alberta each showed 10 per cent. In comparison with the previous year all proy-' 
inces except Nova Scotia and New Brunswick reported higher claimant totals; more than 90 per cent of 
the total increase occurred in Ontario and Quebec. 


It might be noted that while males represented almost 60 per cent of the overall claimant count 
at September 29, they accounted for only 45 per cent in the Prairie Provinces. In this area the propor- 
tion of male claimants tends to be consistently lower than that for Canada during the summer months.

The monthly claim volume was lower than in August in all provinces except Newfoundland and 
Saskatchewan where small increases were recorded. The bulk of the overall decline occurred in Ontario. 
The increase over claims filed in September 1966 resulted from relatively large increases in Ontario 
and Quebec which were partially offset by decreases in other provinces.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as claimants. The estimates are revised 
once à year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
Claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
re-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
Stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-availability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Where it is established that loss of employment 
was voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim,, hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve aS examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
‘not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 


period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


OCTOBER 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit numbered 242,500 on October 31. This exceeded by 
15 per cent the 210,900 recorded on September 29, 1967, and by 32 per cent the 184,300 for October 31, 
1966. In comparison both with last month and with the same period one year ago males accounted for 
approximately three-quarters of the increase. 


Half of the claimants reporting at the end of October 1967 were recorded in the 1-4 weeks-on- 
claim category, and of these almost 70 per cent were males. 


Initial and renewal claims 


A total of 114,900 initial and renewal claims for benefit were received in local offices across 
Canada during October, in comparison with 82,700 in September and 86,200 one year ago, Ninety-five per 
cent of the October claims represented separations from employment during the month. 


Beneficiaries and benefit payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries during October was estimated at 138,500 in com- 
parison with 160,100 in September and 129,500 one year ago. Benefit payments during October totalled 
$15.5 million versus $15.8 million in September and $12.3 million in October 1966. The average weekly 
payment was $24.86 for October, $24.62 for September and $23.82 for October 1966. 


Provincial data 


Increases over last month in the month-end claimant count occurred in all provinces. The rate 
of increase in the western Provinces was significantly greater than the overall rate of 15 per cent. 
The count increased by 28 per cent in Saskatchewan, 24 per cent in Alberta, and 27 per cent in British 
Columbia. In Saskatchewan the count of male claimants increased by over 50 per cent. However the 
proportion of male claimants in the Prairie Provinces continues to be below the national average. 


Compared with October 31, 1966 the claimant count generally decreased in the Atlantic Provinces 
while increases occurred elsewhere. Ontario ranked first with an increase of 56 per cent. Amongst 
males, the increase in Ontario was 75 per cent, double the national rate. In Quebec the number of male 
claimants increased by almost one half. 


While the claimant count remained unchanged in Ontario from September 30 to October 31, 1966, 


there was a 12 per cent increase during this interval in 1967. Layoffs in the transportation segment 
of the manufacturing industry probably account for a large part of the increase this year.

The increase over September in the volume of claims filed was general throughout the country. 
As was the case for the month-end claimant count the rates of increase in Newfoundland and the Prairie 
Provinces were considerably higher than in other areas. During the same interval in 1966 the rate of 
increase in Newfoundland was 3 times the overall rate. However the numbers involved in these prov- 
inces are relatively small. 


Although at the national level claims filed increased by one third over October 1966, the 


Atlantic provinces showed a decrease. Ontario with 65 per cent and Manitoba with 50 per cent ranked 
highest in the year-over-year increase.

During September 1967 


As indicated by initial claims, 35,100 separations from employment were recorded in September. 
Over 85 per cent of these were reported in the 3 provinces of Ontario (38 per cent), Quebec (34 per 
cent) and British Columbia (13 per cent); the manufacturing and construction industries accounted for 
57 per cent. 


The number of claims decreased by over 25 per cent from September 1966. Two-thirds of this 
decrease of 12,400 occurred in British Columbia and in the two central provinces,

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 


number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
One initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
Te-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
Stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
Overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
Officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. \ 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-evailability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims onwhich a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipx 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Where it is established that loss of employment 
was voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim,.hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve aS examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
‘not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 


period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class À must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant Showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a Sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 


seeking re-establishment of/ credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


NOVEMBER 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


At the end of November 1967 claimants for unemployment insurance benefit totalled 336,600, an 
increase of 39 per cent over the 242,500 recorded on October 31, and 26 per cent over the 226,300 re- 
corded on November 30, 1966. 6 


Eighty per cent of the increase from the October 31 total was accounted for by male claimants 
whose numbers increased by 50 per cent. Males accounted for 70 per cent of the increase from the 
November 30, 1966 total. 


Included in the number of claimants at the end of November were approximately 6,900 who qua- 
lified for seasonal benefit. One year ago there were some 4,500 in this category. 


Of the claimants recorded on November 30, sixty per cent were in the 1 to 4 weeks-on-claim 
category; three-quarters of these were males. Whereas the month-over-month end claimant count increased 
by 39 per cent, the number in the 1 to 4 weeks-on-claim category increased by 65 per cent - males 
by 75 per cent, females by 40 per cent. 


Initial and renewal claims 


A total of 193,500 initial and renewal claims for benefit were filed in local offices across 
Canada during November in comparison with 114,900 in October, and 152,700 one year ago. Ninety-five 
per cent of the November claims represented separations from employment during the month. The signifi- 
cant increase over October in the number of initial claims filed is usual and can be attribured, in 
part, to claims being filed in anticipation of the commencement of the seasonal benefit period during 
the week in which December 1 occurs; lay-offs in the transportation industry also were a contributory 
factor. 


Beneficiaries and benefit payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries during November was estimated at 174,300, compared 
with 138,500 in October and 118,100 in November 1966. Benefit payments totalled $19.9 million in 
November, compared with $15.5 million in October and $14.3 million in November 1966. The average weekly 
benefit payment was $25.36 in November, 2 per cent more than the $24.86 in October, and 5 per cent 
greater than the $24.19 in November 1966. 


Provincial data ! 


Increases over the previous month in the month-end claimant count were general throughout the 
country. Though numerically small, increases in the Atlantic and Prairie provinces were relatively 
large. Quebec accounted for over one-third of the increase. A similar pattern was exhibited in the 
month-over-month increase in 1966. 


Year-over-year increases were reported in all provinces except the Atlantic where, with the ex- 
ception of Nova Scotia, the claimant count decreased. In each of the Atlantic provinces the number of 
male claimants was lower this year.

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The October-to-November increase in claims filed this year exceeded by nearly 20 per cent that 
in 1966. However, due to the higher level of claims, the increase this year of 68 per cent was less 
than the 77 per cent increase in 1966. 


As reflected in the month-over-month end claimant count, numerically small but relatively large 
increases in the volume of claims filed occurred in the Atlantic and Prairie provinces both this year 
and last. During both years more than one-half of the increase over October was concentrated in the 
two central provinces. 


While the number of claims filed in November increased by more than 25 per cent over November 
1966, small decreases occurred in Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or as claimants. The estimates are revised 
once à year When data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
Currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
Claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
Period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
Te-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
Stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
Overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
Tenewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
Officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
Sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
“non-evailability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims onwhich a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues, 
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Where it is established that loss of employment 
wes voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim, hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve as examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
teceived less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
“not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the 


period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the 
requirements under the regular benefit provisions of - 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 
seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 
includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


DECEMBER 1967 


Claimants at month-end 


On December 29 there were 501,500 claimants for unemployment insurance benefit. This was 
78,000 (18 per cent) more than the 423,400 recorded at the end of December 1966. Males accounted for 
two-thirds of this increase. The year-over-year increase this year was significantly larger than that 
experienced a year ago when the end of December 1966 count exceeded by 5,500 the number recorded on 
December 31, 1965. While the rate of increase from the end of December 1966 to 1967 was 17 per cent 
for males and 22 per cent for females, it was only 1 per cent for males and 3 per cent for females for 
the same dates in 1966 over 1965. 


The November-to-December month-end increase of 165,000 claimants is associated with the com- 
mencement of the seasonal benefit period in December, Males accounted for over 80 per cent of the 
increase. 


The December 29 claimant count includes some 3,400 persons classified as agricultural claimants, 
1,800 regular and 1,600 seasonal benefit. Since the coverage was extended to certain employees in 
agriculture, effective April 1, 1967, the number of claimants classified as agricultural has been 
negligible. 


Initial and renewal claims 


A total of 270,600 initial and renewal claims for benefit were received in local offices across 
Canada during December. The increase over the volume filed in November was 77,000; eighty per cent of 
these were initial claims. Relatively large increases in the number of claims filed occur at this 
time each year. This phenomenon can be attributed to the operation of the seasonal benefit period and 
to lay-offs in industry resulting from cut-backs in employment coinciding with the advent of winter. 
One year ago the November-to-December increase in the volume of claims filed amounted to 100,000, 


Beneficiaries and benefit payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 254,700 for December, 174,300 for 
November and 226,000 for December 1966. Benefit payments were $26.6 million in December, versus $19.9 
million in November and $22.4 million in December 1966. The average weekly benefit payment was $26.09 
in December, $25.36 in November and $24,81 in December 1966, 


Provincial data 


Increases over last month in the month-end claimant count occurred in all regions. A rela- 
tively large increase was recorded in the Atlantic region. This is associated with the greater sever- 
ity of seasonal unemployment as well as a heavy concentration of seasonal benefit claimants in that 
region. The two central provinces, which accounted for over one half of the increase showed the 
lowest increase rate, 


It is interesting to note that the 18 per cent year-over-year increase in the overall claimant 
count was not reflected in the Atlantic provinces. Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia 
each showed a decrease which was accounted for by males. Although a slight increase occurred in New 
Brunswick, the number of female claimants was lower this year.

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| As was reflected in the month-end claimant count, month-over-month and year-over-year compari- 
sons in the number of claims filed reveal similar situations in the Atlantic region. When compared 
with December 1966 the volume of claims filed was lower in Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and Nova 
Scotia where the number of initial claims decreased. In New Brunswick there were fewer renewal claims 
filed this month, In British Columbia the number of initial and renewal claims was slightly less this 
year.

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Seasonal Benefit, 1967-68 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal benefit are unchanged from last year. Effective 
November 19, 1967 to mid-May 1968, claims failing the regular contribution requirements are considered 
for seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these terms for unemployment occurring before Decem- 
ber 3(1). Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by a claimant during this period. The 


minimum duration is for 12 weeks,(2) hence exhaustion of seasonal benefit will not occur before Feb- 
ruary 17. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing the regular requirements are considered first 
under class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 contribution weeks subsequent to the most recent 
Saturday preceding the 31 of March immediately before the claim. Total entitlement for claimants 
qualifying in this class is based entirely on contributions since that date, The benefit formula 
provides 5 full weeks of benefit for every 6 weeks of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirements for class A are then examined for possible qualifi- 
cation under class B which represents an extension of benefit for those for whom a regular benefit 
period terminated during the interval since May 20, 1967. The authorization will be that shown on the 
preceding regular benefit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the seasonal benefit period, 
whichever is the lesser. The weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, adjusted, if neces- 


sary, for any change in dependency status. Claims established subsequent to April 1, 1968 are exclu- 
sively class B, 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) (4) must comply with all the provisions of the 
Act and Regulations, except where mentioned above. 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Claimants, includes those claimants whose claim documents carry the identi- 
fication F, for fishing. This indicates that the person is eligible for benefit by virtue of fishing 
contributions, 


(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week com- 
mencing November 26, 


(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims is 13 weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subse- 
quent to the week ending February 24, 1968 provide entitlement only for the number of weeks re- 
maining between the date of establishment and the end of the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to seasonal benefit claims. This section was added 
in September 1959 in order to minimize the impact of short-term employment on the weekly rate for 
subsequent regular claims filed within a two-year period. 


(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants classed as fishermen will be considered available and 
unemployed in respect to any activity in commercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, equip- 
ment or boat. However, income from fishing or any other activity during a week is taken into con- 
sideration in determining the amount of benefit payable.

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Glossary of Terms 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, 
the insured population is defined as the number of 
persons estimated as currently in contact with the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission either as con- 
tributors or aS Claimants. The estimates are revised 
once a year when data from the book renewal are 
available. 


Employed population: The number of persons 
estimated as currently contributing under the scheme. 
Estimates are based on a 10 per cent sample and 
hence are subject to sampling variability. 


Claimant population: The count of persons 
currently reporting to the local offices as at the 
end of the month. An exception occurs in the 
month which serves as a benchmark, i.e., May 
or June, when the claimant count represents the 
number of persons reporting to local offices as 
claimants during the first two weeks of book 
renewal. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from 
a person for whom there is no benefit period in 
existence. This category includes both regular and 
seasonal claims, since it is impossible to determine, 
at the time of filing a claim, the type of benefit for 
which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On 
an initial claim the contribution history for the two 
years preceding the claim is examined. This is 
required in order to test attachment to insured em- 
ployment and thus determine the type of benefit for 
which the claimant is eligible, if at all. In cases 
of eligibility, the record of the qualifying period is 
used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and 
maximum entitlement for the benefit period. Only 
one initial claim is required for each benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the 
week in which the initial claim is made, provided 
the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum 
length of the benefit period is 52 weeks, in the 
case of claimants qualifying under the regular terms 
of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be estab- 
lished only from December 1 to mid-May, with a 
maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, how- 
ever, the benefit period terminates with exhaustion 
of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from 
an insured person during the currency of a benefit 
period. As in the case of initial claims, this cate- 
gory includes renewal claims from all classes of 
claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: An approxima- 
tion of the number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons during a period. 
However, an initial claim representing a request for 
Te-establishment of a benefit period with no actual 
interruption in the period on claim would not con- 
stitute a new case of unemployment. To the extent 
that such claims are filed in any month, the total 
overstates the number of new cases. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or 
renewal, which must be considered by an insurance 
officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of 
qualifying period, etc. A revised claim is thus an 
administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices: 
All persons currently reporting to local offices to 
claim unemployment insurance benefit, either reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing. Under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act a person may claim benefit for any 
week during which he did not work a full working 
week. 


Number of weeks on claim: The cumulative num- 
ber of weeks during which a claimant has reported 
to prove unemployment during the current period on 
claim. The count commences with the week in 
which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and 
continues unbroken so long as the claimant con- 
tinues to report as directed. Cases occur in which 
a spell of unemployment extends beyond the ter- 
mination of a benefit period and a new benefit 
period is immediately established with no actual 
interruption of the period on claim. In such cases 
the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from 
the previous claim document to that covering the 
subsequent benefit period and the count continued. 
This procedure applies also for contiguous periods 
on regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the 
count are any weeks for which a claimant reported 
‘“non-availability’’ during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, 
this category comprises those adjudications arising 
from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, 
seasonal or fishing) is shown as established and no 
disqualification imposed and adjudications indi- 
cating ‘‘approval’’ on renewal claims, either regular, 
seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect 
that the claimant was ineligible to establish either a 
regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents the 
net total of persons with insufficient contributions 
to establish a benefit period under either the reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions, based 
on decisions arising from initial claims only. Sub- 
sequent decisions arising from a revised claim and 
constituting a reversal of the initial adjudication 
are not taken into account, but such decisions would 
reduce the number of benefit periods not established. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed 
because of circumstances surrounding the claim 
which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt 
of benefit either for a stated period or so long as 
the condition causing the disqualification continues. 
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Nhere it is established that loss of employment 
wes voluntary and without just cause on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own 
volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, 
the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claim- 
ants participating in a labour dispute in which they 
are directly interested are disqualified for the 
duration of the work stoppage. In assessing the 
number of cases of disqualification, no distinction 
is made as to the type of claim, hence disqualifi- 
cations arising from revised claims are included. 
The cases mentioned here serve aS examples only 
and do not constitute a complete summary of con- 
ditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a 
description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect 
of which some benefit, either regular, seasonal or 
fishing, was paid. A compensated week is counted 
in the month in which the copy of the payment 
voucher is received in the District Treasury Office, 
which is not necessarily the month in which the 
week of unemployment occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit pay- 
ments made during the month. This comprises reg- 
ular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a 
claimant received the full weekly rate of benefit 
authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 
received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 
A partial week may be due to excess earnings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
“not available for work’’ on any day or days during 
a week, a reduction will be made in the weekly 
rate proportionate to the number of days of ‘‘non- 
availability’’. A reduction will occur also if a 
portion of a week was designated as part of the 
prescribed waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant 
whose weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 
in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $17.00 his 
benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on the 
total number of payment documents for the month, 
represents the average weekly number of benefi- 
ciaries. 

Season:il benefit: Benefit payable during the 
period commencing with the Sunday prior to Decem- 
ber 1 and ending with the Saturday after May 15, to 


certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the — 


requirements under the regular benefit provisions of 
the Act. Claimants in Class A must prove 15 contri- 
butions since the Saturday preceding the 31st day of 
March immediately prior to the date of claim, while 
qualification under class B is contingent upon a 
regular benefit period having terminated since the 
Saturday following the 15th day of May immediately 
prior to the claim. 


Fishermen: For purposes of regular benefit, a 
fisherman is a claimant Showing five or more fishing 
contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. For 
purposes of seasonal benefit, however, any claimant 
whose qualifying contributions include even one 
fishing contribution week is classed as a fishing 
claimant. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which 
a fishing contribution is recorded, whether or not 
a contribution was also made in respect of other 
insured employment. Specially designed stamps are 
used to record insured employment in fishing and 
employers using the bulk pay method must report 
employee’s fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 


Industrial Classification of persons filing new 
claims for Unemployment Insurance: This informa- 
tion is based on a sample of documents in respect 
of initial claims filed in local offices during a 
month. To ensure that all such claims have an equal 
chance of being included in the study, the documents 
are accumulated until the end of the third week 
following the month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from one hundred per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period of 
low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The sample 
embraces all new initial claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e. failures as well as disqualifica- 
tions are included. However, it excludes initial 
claims classed as transitional, i.e., those taken on 
behalf of persons terminating one benefit period and 


seeking re-establishment of credits, since such 
claims are not new cases of separation from 
employment. 


At the present time only the new separations 
requiring an initial claim are included in this study, 
as these are the only documents forwarded to the 
Bureau for analysis. The ratio of initial to renewal 
claims fluctuates with the claim load, so that during 
the months of heavy claim, it is approximately 3:1. 


Geographical classification: The provinces as 
defined in this bulletin are administrative entities. 
Hence, Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for which 
data are included with Manitoba; British Columbia 


includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes Magdalen 
Islands for which data are included in New 
Brunswick. 
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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 
JANUARY 1968 
Claimants at month-end 


On January 31, 1968 there were 633,300 claimants 
for unemployment insurance benefit, the highest number 
recorded since 1963. This was 132,000 more than the 
501,500 on December 29, 1967. Males accounted for over 
80 per cent of the December-to-January increase. 


Compared with the end of January 1967, there were 
101,000 or 20 per cent more claimants at January 31 
this year. The rate of change was the same for both 
males and females. 


The January 31 claimants included 118,000 quali- 
fied for seasonal benefit. This was 50,000 more than 
at the end of December 1967, and 16,000 more than at 
the end of January 1967. 


Of those on claim at the end of December 1967, 
less than 40 per cent had been on claim for more than 
4 weeks; on January 31, 1968 this proportion exceeded 
55 per cent. This is in accordance with the usual 
seasonal pattern. 


Initial and renewal claims 


A total of 295,800 initial and renewal claims for 
benefit were filed in local offices across Canada in 
January. This was 25,000 (9 per cent) more than the 
number filed in December 1967, and 41,000 (16 per cent) 
more than in January 1967. 


Beneficiaries and benefit payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was 
estimated at 380,900 for January, 254,700 for December 
1967 and 354,200 for January 1967. Benefit payments 
were $50.8 million in January, $26.6 million in December 
1967 and $41.4 million in January 1967. The average 
weekly benefit payment for the three dates under consid- 
eration were $26.66, $26.09 and $25.96 respectively.

Provincial data 


Month-over-month and year-over-year increases in 
the month-end claimant count occurred in all provinces. 
While less than one fifth of the claimants at the na- 
tional level qualified for seasonal benefit, this pro- 
portion was one third in the Atlantic Region. 


With the exception of Ontario which accounted for 
over 90 per cent of the month-over-month increase in 
claims filed, numerically small changes occurred in 
all provinces. In Ontario, layoffs in the automotive 
industry were a contributing factor. 


Year-over-year increases occurred in all provinces. 


Ontario, where one third of the claims were filed this 
month, accounted for 18 per cent of the increase, the 
same proportion as in the Prairie provinces which ac- 
counted for only 11 per cent of the number filed.

Seasonal Benefit, 1967-68 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal 
benefit are unchanged from last year. Effective 
November 19, 1967 to mid-May 1968, claims failing the 
regular contribution requirements are considered for 
seascnal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these 
terms for unemployment occurring before December +). 
Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by 
a claimant during this period. The minimum duration 
is for 12 weeks, (2) hence exhaustion of seasonal bene- 
fit will not occur before February 17. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing 
the regular requirements are considered first under 
class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 con- 
tribution weeks subsequent to the most recent Saturday 
preceding the 31 of March immediately before the claim. 
Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this 
class is based entirely on contributions since that 
date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of 
benefit for every 6 weeks of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirements for 
class A are then examined for possible qualification 
under class B which represents an extension of benefit 
for those for whom a regular benefit period terminated 
during the interval since May 20, 1967. The authoriza- 
tion will be that shown on the preceding regular bene- 
fit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the 
Seasonal benefit period, whichever is the lesser. The 
weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, 
adjusted, if necessary, for any change in dependency 
status.

Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) 
(4) must comply with all the provisions of the Act and 
Regulations, except where mentioned above, 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Claimants, includes those 
claimants whose claim documents carry the identifica- 
tion F, for fishing. This indicates that the person 
is eligible for benefit by virtue of fishing contribu- 
tions. 


(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period 


waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week 
commencing November 26. 

(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims is 13 
weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subse- 
quent to the week ending February 24, 1968 provide 
entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of 
the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to 
Seasonal benefit claims. This section was added 
in September 1959 in order to minimize the impact 
of short-term employment on the weekly rate for 
subsequent regular claims filed within a two-year 
period. 

(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants 
classed as fishermen will be considered available 
and unemployed in respect to any activity in com- 
mercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, 
equipment or boat. However, income from fishing 
or any other activity during a week is taken into 
consideration in determining the amount of benefit 
payable.

Calendar Years 1967 and 1966 


In 1967 the insured population averaged 4, 
5 per cent above the 1966 average of 4,535,000. 
extension of unemployment insurance coverage to 
agricultural workers on April 1, 1967 accounted in 
part for the increase. Twenty-two per cent of the 
increase occurred amongst claimants whose numbers rose 
from 315,000 to 367,000 (16 per cent). The emp loyed 
segment of the insured population increased from 
4,220,000 to 4,400,000. Similar movements appeared in 
the labour force(1) where unemployment rose by 18 per 
cent and employment by 3 per cent.

STATISTICAL REPORT ON THE OPERATION OF THE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE ACT

Technical Note 


The Statistical Report on the Operation of 
the Unemployment Insurance Act is published 
monthly and is intended primarily to provide the 
public with current information on the claims 
aspect of the Act. The tabular data presented 
refer to claims filed and their adjudication, claim- 
ants currently in contact with offices of the 
Commission, and payments made. In addition, 
estimates of the insured population are included 
since they are useful as a universe against which 
these data can be examined. 


The statistics are prepared from information 
supplied by the Unemployment Insurance Commis- 
Sion and the Unemployment Insurance Commission 
Treasury Office. 


In the paragraphs which follow, the technical 
terms used inthe report are defined and conceptual 
differences as between various terms explained. 


The insured population: Persons estimated 
as engaged in insured employment and hence 
contributing to unemployment insurance, plus the 
count of claimants currently reporting to insurance 
Offices. Basic (or benchmark) data for the em- 
ployed segment are obtained, approximately at 
June 1, on a 10 per cent sample basis, from all 
employers registered with the Commission as 
having insurable employees, in conjunction with 
the annual return of contribution records. Since 
the sample is based on the unit digit of the social 
insurance number, i.e., only insured employees for 
whom the unit digit of the Social Insurance Number 
is 4 are included in the sample, it follows that 
establishments having 10 or fewer insurable em- 
ployees have a very small probability of being 
represented. On an establishment basis, under- 
representation is largely in the trade and service 
industries. The sample claimants included in the 
benchmark data are selected from the claimants 
reporting to local offices during the first two 
weeks of the book renewal period; as in the case 
of employed insured, only those for whom the unit

sampled. 


Monthly estimates of the insured employed 
sector are projected from the benchmark data 
(described above) using employment indexes for 
the eight leading industry divisions as compiled 
by the Employment Section, Labour Division, and 
published in ‘‘Employment and Payrolls’’, DBS 
Catalogue No. 72-002. Projections for the Agri- 
culture Industry, covered as of April 1, 1967, are 
based on ‘‘Agriculture wage-earners employed’’ 
as published in the ‘‘Labour Force’’ (Special 
Surveys Division, DBS Catalogue No. 71-001). 
Otherwise, the industrial composite index from 
the ‘‘Employment and Payrolls’’ serves as the 
indicator. In order to arrive at a total of. insured, 
the claimants reporting to local offices as at the 
month-end (Table 3 of this bulletin) are added. 
As the collection and processing of the basic 
survey data require almost one year, (e.g., bench- 
mark data for June 1, 1966 were not available on 
an industrial basis until the summer of 1967) 
estimates during that interval are preliminary and 
subject to revision when the final survey data 
become available. In general, the revised data do 
not differ significantly from the preliminary data. 


Initial and renewal claims: Claims filed from 
persons seeking benefit. Not all these claims re- 
present separations from employment during that 
particular month; in some cases there is a lag be- 
tween the actual separation from employment and 
the date the claim is filed; in other cases benefit 
is being claimed in respect of partial unemploy- 
ment experienced during a week. In addition, a 
claim may be taken in respect of a person who has 
just used up his benefit and wishes tore-establish 
his benefit rights. Such cases are more common 
during the months when the seasonal benefit pro- 
visions are operating, i.e., December 1 to mid-May. 


The distinction between initial and renewal 
claims is mainly administrative. As at the end of 
1967, virtually all claims are filed by mail and a 
simplified application for benefit is used by the 
claimant and mailed to the nearest local office. 
Where the Commission records indicate that no 
benefit rights are currently in existence for this 
person, the claim is identified as ‘‘initial’’ and

the necessary action taken to compute the benefit 
entitlement; otherwise, the claim is a ‘‘renewal’’. 


A third category of claims, revised claims, 
is excluded from the statistics on claims filed, 
Since this category represents re-considerations 
of existing claims. Information is required on such 
Claims by the Commission for administrative 
purposes. 


Claimants currently reporting to local offices 
as at the month-end: This is an inventory of 
persons in current claim status at the month-end 
and includes all categories of claimants, as 
defined below. The information is obtained from 
a count of the individual unemployment registers, 
(one of which is prepared for each claimant) and 
on which is recorded the claim activity, such as 
waiting week, benefit week, disqualification, 
etc. The ‘‘duration on continuous claim’’ is 
prepared on a 20 per cent sample basis, and 
represents the cumulative number of weeks during 
which the claimanthas reported as directed during 
his current spell of recorded unemployment. Full 
working weeks are excluded from the count. Where 
an ‘‘initial’’ claim represents a request to re- 
establish credits and the claimant is entitled to 
do so having satisfied the requirements under 
Section 45 (or 50) of the Act, the count of weeks 
is continued from the previous claim. An example 
will serve to illustrate this: a claim is taken in 
February from a claimant who had been on claim 
continuously for 16 weeks and who now qualifies 
for an extension under the seasonal benefit Class 
B provisions. The unemployment register repre- 
Senting the newly established benefit rights under 
the seasonal benefit provisions is annotated to 
the effect that this claimant has already been ‘‘16 
weeks on continuous claim’’ and the count of 
weeks under the new claim is continued. 


Claimants are required to complete a report 
every two weeks and mail it to the local office of 
the Commission immediately following the period 
covered by the report. Thus, while the report day 
for claimants is generally the Monday following 
the period covered by the report, 14 days are 
allowed on which to return the form. The first 
report for each claimant covers the week in which 
the initial or renewal claim was filed, plus the 
following week. All claimants now report on this

Information on the report completed by the 
claimant covers earnings, days worked and any 
days on which he (or she) was not available for 
or not capable of work or unable to obtain suitable 
employment. Payment is mailed to the claimant. 


The various categories of claimants are listed 
below. It should be understood that classification 
of claimants into the several categories is done 
on the basis of contributions and hence, can only 
be done at the time of computation. Thus, claims 
not yet computed at the time the statistics are 
compiled are regarded as ‘‘regular’’, for purposes 
of the month-end count. 


1. Regular, — These are claimants who satisfy 
the contribution requirements under Section 45 of 
the Act, (with certain exceptions, as mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph and in subsequent 
paragraphs). In the main, these contributions are 
in respect of employment other than agriculture or 
fishing. 


2. Seasonal benefit. — Sections 49-53 of the 
Act contain provisions under which the regular 
contribution requirements are relaxed during the 
interval beginning with the week in which Decem- 
ber 1 falls and ending with that in which May 
15 occurs. During this interim, a claim failing to 
fulfil the requirements for regular benefit (Section 
45 of the Act) is tested for seasonal benefit and 
may qualify for (1) Class A if there were 15 or 
more contribution weeks subsequent to the most 
recent Saturday preceding the 31 of March immedi- 
ately before the claim or (2) Class B, if a regular 
benefit period terminated after the end of the 
week in which fell the May 15 immediately preced- 
ing the claim. It follows that Class A is inoper- 
ative during the final6 weeks that these provisions 
are in force. 


During the months when the contribution 
requirements are relaxed to permit eligibility 
under the seasonal benefit provisions, the main 
distinction is between Regular and Seasonal. 
Regular claimants may include some agriculture 
claimants who were enabled to qualify under 
Section 45 by virtue of contributions in other 
industries. However, seasonal benefit claimants 
will include all fishing claimants (as outlined in 
3 below), and such agriculture claimants as are

3. Fishing claimants.— There are two groups 
of fishing claimants, i.e., those with less than 
5 contribution weeks from fishing and those with 
5 or more. The first may be eligible for benefit 
under Section 45 of the Act at any time ofthe year 
(provided they fulfil the total contribution require- 
ments), but if at least one fishing contribution 
week was included in the required qualifying 
weeks, the documents would be identified with 
“F’’ for fishing. Special ‘‘fishing’’ stamps are 
used in respect of employment in fishing. Also, 
any week for which a contributor had employment 
in fishing is counted as a ‘‘fishing contribution 
week’’ regardless of the fact that contributions 
from employment. in other industry are recorded 
for the same week. During the season of the year 
when the seasonal benefit provisions are not oper- 
ative, such claimants are not shown Separately in 
the published statistics, since the numbers are 
small. However, during the months when the 
Seasonal benefit provisions are applicable, such 
Claimants are included under seasonal benefit, 
the class of benefit for which the great majority 
of fishing claimants are eligible. They usually 
qualify under Class A. 


Where 5 or more fishing contribution weeks 
are reported during the qualifying period, eligi- 
bility for benefit is possible outside the seasonal 
benefit period only if the claimant can fulfil the 
Tequirements for ‘‘year-round fishermen’’. In such 
cases, attachment to fishing employment must 
have been on a ‘‘designated vessel’’; secondly, 
Six fishing contribution weeks are required in 
each of any 4 consecutive quarters within the 7 
complete quarters prior to his claim; Section 45 
of the Act is then applied (taking into account 
all contributions) and if eligibility is established, 
the claimant is identified as a year-round fisher- 
man. The number of such cases is insignificant. 


4. Agriculture claimants.— Effective April 1, 
1967, coverage was extended to certain employees 
in agriculture. When a claimant for benefit indi- 
cates that he had contributed while employed in 
agriculture during the 52 weeks preceding his 
Claim, the computation will determine if the claim

should be categorized as ‘‘agriculture’’. The test 
for both regular and seasonal benefit Class A is 
similar, only the specified interval prior to the 
claim and the total contributions required vary. 
For example, the number of weeks of agriculture 
contributions is subtracted from the total contri- 
butions and where the remainder is less than 15, 
the claim isclassed as ‘‘agriculture’’. For regular 
benefit, the interval over which the contribution 
record is examined is the 52 weeks prior to the 
claim, whereas for seasonal benefit Class A it is 
since the preceding March 31. 


Unlike fishermen the majority of whom are 
eligible only for seasonal benefit (the fishing 
industry is the only one to which coverage.was 
extended to self-employed persons), there is no 
such restriction for agriculture workers who may 
claim at any time of the year. Claimants eligible 
for seasonal benefit Class B would be identified 
as ‘‘agriculture’’ if the regular benefit period 
terminating since the preceding mid-May was 
‘‘agriculture’’. Where a claimant qualifies as 
both agricultural and fishing, agriculture will take 
the preference and the claim will be designated 
as pertaining to agriculture. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this 
report this category comprises those adjudications 
arising from initial claims on which a benefit 
period is shown as established AND NO DIS- 
QUALIFICATION IMPOSED and adjudications 
indicating ‘‘allowed’’ on renewal claims. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified 
on initial and renewal claims, and those for whom 
the adjudication on an initial claim was to the 
effect that the claimant wasineligible to establish 
a benefit period. 


Claims pending: These are initial claims 
which are either not computed, or, having been 
computed, have not yet been adjudicated. A claim 
which has been computed and found to satisfy the 
contribution requirements must then be reviewed 
to ensure that no conditions exist which could 
cause the claimant to be disqualified. Renewal 
claims included in this category are those for 
which the adjudication has not yet been received. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum 
contribution requirements for any type of benefit 
have not been met. This figure thus represents

claim, hence disqualifications arising from revised 
claims are included. The cases mentioned here 
serve as examples only and do not constitute a 
complete abstract of conditions under which a 
disqualification may be imposed. Sections 59-66 of 
the Act contain a description of these conditions. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in 
respect of which some benefit was paid. A com- 


| pensated week is counted for the month in which 


the payment was made, which 1s not necessarily 
the month in which the week of unemployment 


| occurred. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit 


‘payments made during the month. 


Compiete week: A week for which a claimant 
received the full weekly rate of benefit authorized 


| on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant 


received less than the full weekly rate authorized. 


A partial week may be due to excess eamings 
resulting in a reduced payment in direct proportion 
to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was 
“not available for work’’ on any day or days 
during a week, a reduction will be made in the 
weekly rate proportionate to the number of days 
| of “non-availability’’. A reduction will occur also

Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in 
excess of the allowable earnings for a claimant’s 
weekly benefit rate. Allowable earnings cannot 
exceed 50 per cent of the claimant’s weekly 
benefit rate. AS an example, a claimant whose 
weekly rate is $30.00 may earn up to $15.00 ina 
week without suffering a reduction in benefit; how- 
ever, in a week where he earns $17.00 his benefit 
will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or 
more benefit payments. The estimate, based on 
the total number of payment documents for the 
month, represents the average weekly number of 
beneficiaries. 


Industrial classification of persons filing 
initial claims for Unemployment Insurance: This 
information is based on a sample of documents 
in respect of persons separated (or partially 
separated) from employment and filing initial 
claims during the month. To ensure that all such 
claims have an equal chance of being included 
in the study, the documents are accumulated 
until the end of the third week following the 
month in which the claim was filed. 


The sampling ratio varies from eighty per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces (during the period 
of low claim) to five per cent in Ontario. The 
sample embraces all claims without regard to 
benefit status, i.e., failures as well as disquali- 
fications are included. However, it excludes 
initial claims classed as transitional or consecu- 
tive, i.e., those taken on behalf of persons 
terminating one benefit period and seeking re- 
establishment of credits, since such claims are 
not separations from employment during that 
month. Also excluded are separations during the 
month which result in renewal claims, as these 
latter documents are not forwarded to the Bureau 
for analysis. 


Geographical classification: The provinces 
as defined in this bulletin are administrative 
entities. Ontario excludes Sioux Lookout for 
which data are included with Manitoba; British 
Columbia includes Whitehorse; Quebec excludes 
Magdalen Islands for which data are included in 
New Brunswick.

CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 
FEBRUARY 1968 
Claimants at Month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit, 
both regular and seasonal, numbered 659,500 on February 
29. This was 26,000 or 4 per cent more than the 
January 31 count of 633,300. An increase of 32,000 in 
the number of seasonal benefit claimants was partially 
offset by a decrease of 6,000 in claimants for regular 
benefit. 


The increase of 108,000 over the February 28, 
1967 count of 551,800 was accounted for by 80,000 
regular and 28,000 seasonal benefit claimants. 


At the end of February, more than two thirds of 
the claimants had been on claim for more than 4 weeks; 
over 70 per cent of these were males. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


During February a total of 198,000 initial and 
renewal claims were filed in local offices across 
Canada. This was one-third fewer than the 296,000 
filed in January, and one-sixth more than the 170,000 
filed in February 1967. Eighty per cent of the claims 
filed in February represented new cases of recorded 
unemployment. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was 
estimated at 558,200 during February, 380,900 in 
January 1968, and 420,400 in February 1967. Benefit 
payments for the 3 months under consideration were 
$59.5 million, $50.8 million and $43.5 million re- 
spectively. Average weekly payments were $26.67 for 
February, $26.66 for January and $25.89 for February 
1967. 


Provincial Data 


With the exception of Manitoba, increases over 
January 31 in the month-end claimant count occurred in 
all provinces. The number of males decreased slightly 
in Manitoba and British Columbia. There was a numeri- 
cally small but proportionately large decrease among 
females in Prince Edward Island. 


Increases over February 28, 1967 occurred in all 
provinces. Rates of increase in the Atlantic Provinces 
were considerably lower than the overall rate of 20 
per cent.

Demandes initiales et renouvelées 


En février, 198,000 demandes initiales et renouvelées 
ont été déposées. Ce chiffre représente une diminution d'un 
tiers par rapport au total de janvier (296,000) et une augmen- 
tation d'un sixième par rapport à celui de février 1967 
(170,000). Quatre-vingt pour cent des demandes déposées en 
février représentaient des nouveaux cas.

Seasonal Benefit, 1967-1968 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal 
benefit are unchanged from last year. Effective 
November 19, 1967 to mid-May 1968, claims failing the 
regular contribution requirements are considered for 
seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these 
terms for unemployment occurring before December 3(1). 
Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by 
a claimant during this period. The minimum duration 
is for 12 weeks, (2) hence exhaustion of seasonal bene- 
fit will not occur before February 17. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing 
the regular requirements are considered first under 
class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 con- 
tribution weeks subsequent to the most recent Saturday 
preceding the 31 of March immediately before the claim. 
Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this 
class is based entirely on contributions since that 
date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of 
benefit for every 6 weeks of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirements for 
class A are then examined for possible qualification 
under class B which represents an extension of benefit 
for those for whom a regular benefit period terminated 
during the interval since May 20, 1967. The authoriza- 
tion will be that shown on the preceding regular bene- 
fit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the 
seasonal benefit period, whichever is the lesser. The 
weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, 
adjusted, if necessary, for any change in dependency 
status. Claims established subsequent to April 1, 
1968 are exclusively class B. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) 
(4) must comply with all the provisions of the Act and 
Regulations, except where mentioned above. 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Claimants, includes those 
claimants whose claim documents carry the identifica- 
tion F, for fishing. This indicates that the person 
is eligible for benefit by virtue of fishing contribu- 
tions. 

(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period 
waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week 
commencing November 26. 

(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims is 13 
weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subse- 
quent to the week ending February 24, 1968 provide 
entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of 
the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to 
seasonal benefit claims. This section was added 
in September 1959 in order to minimize the impact 
of short-term employment on the weekly rate for 
subsequent regular claims filed within a two-year 
period. 

(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants 
classed as fishermen will be considered available 
and unemployed in respect to any activity in com- 
mercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, 
equipment or boat. However, income from fishing 
Or any other activity during a week is taken into 
consideration in determining the amount of benefit 
payable. 
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Prestations saisonniéres, 1967-1968

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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 
MARCH 1968 
Claimants at Month-end 


At March 29 there were 657,000 claimants for regular 
and seasonal unemployment insurance benefit. As is usual 
at this time of year, the end of March count was lower 
than that recorded at the end of February. A decrease of 
18,000 in regular claimants was partially offset by an 
increase of 16,000 in claimants for seasonal benefit, the 
net result being a decrease of 2,500 from the 659,000 
recorded on February 29. The number of male claimants 
decreased by 3,700, females increasing by 1,200. 


Increases of 84,000 in claimants for regular benefit 
and 29,000 for seasonal benefit accounted for an increase 
of 113,000 over the 544,000 claimants recorded at the end 
of March 1967. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total of 183,000 initial and renewal claims for 
benefit were received in local offices across Canada 
during March. This was 15,000 (8 per cent) fewer than the 
198,000 received in February and approximately the same 
number that was received during March 1967. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly estimate of the number of bene- 
ficiaries was 600,000 in March, 558,000 in February and 
458,000 in March 1967. Benefit payments amounted to 
$63.7 million in March, $59.5 million in February and 
$53.2 million in March 1967. Average weekly benefit 
payments for the three dates under consideration were 
$26.55, $26.67 and $25.82 respectively. 


Provincial Data 


Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba were the only prov- 
inces which did not share in the decrease in the claimant 
count from the end of February. In Quebec, where the 
largest increase occured, males accounted for 95 per cent 
of the rise. In Ontario an increase in the number of 
females was partially offset by a decrease among males. 


With the exception of the Atlantic provinces in- 
creases over March 31, 1967 were relatively large across 
the country.

Les versements de presta- 
tions ont atteint 63.7 millions de dollars en mars dernier, 
comparativement à 59.5 millions en février et 53.2 millions en 
mars 1967. Le versement hebdomadaire moyen de prestations, 
pendant les trois mêmes mois, était de $26.55, $26.67 et $25.82 
respectivement.

Seasonal Benefit, 1967-1968 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal 
benefit are unchanged from last year. Effective 
November 19, 1967 to mid-May 1968, claims failing the 
regular contribution requirements are considered for 
seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these 
terms for unemployment occurring before December SHG. 
Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by 
a claimant during this period. The minimum duration 
is for 12 weeks,(2) hence exhaustion of seasonal bene- 
fit will not occur before February 17. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing 
the regular requirements are considered first under 
class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 con- 
tribution weeks subsequent to the most recent Saturday 
preceding the 31 of March immediately before the claim. 
Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this 
class is based entirely on contributions since that 
date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of 
benefit for every 6 weeks of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirements for 
class A are then examined for possible qualification 
under class B which represents an extension of benefit 
for those for whom a regular benefit period terminated 
during the interval since May 20, 1967. The authoriza- 
tion will be that shown on the preceding regular bene- 
fit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the 
seasonal benefit period, whichever is the lesser. The 
weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, 
adjusted, if necessary, for any change in dependency 
status. Claims established subsequent to Aprid 1, 
1968 are exclusively class B. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) 
(4) must comply with all the provisions of the Act and 
Regulations, except where mentioned above. 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Claimants, includes those 
claimants whose claim documents carry the identifica- 
tion F, for fishing. This indicates that the person 
is eligible for benefit by virtue of fishing contribu- 
tions. 


(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period 
waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week 
commencing November 26, 

(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims LES 
weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subse- 
quent to the week ending February 24, 1968 provide 
entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of 
the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to 
Seasonal benefit claims. This section was added 
in September 1959 in order to minimize the impact 
of short-term employment on the weekly rate for 
subsequent regular claims filed within a two-year 
period. 

(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants 
classed as fishermen will be considered available 
and unemployed in respect to any activity in com- 
mercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, 
equipment or boat. However, income from fishing 
or any other activity during a week is taken into 
consideration in determining the amount of benefit 
payable. 


Prestations saisonniéres, 1967-1968 


Les dispositions régissant les prestations saisonniéres 
sont les mêmes que l'an dernier. Du 19 novembre 1967 à la 
mi-mai 1968, les demandes qui ne répondent pas aux exi- 
gences statutaires ordinaires sont étudiées aux fins des pres- 
tations saisonnières. Les prestations ne sont pas versées en 
vertu de ces dispositions pour le chômage survenu avant le 3 
décembre(1). Un requérant ne peut établir qu'une seule période 
de prestation saisonnière pour l'espace de temps mentionné ci- 
dessus. La durée minimum est de 12 semaines (2); par consé- 
quent, l'épuisement des prestations saisonnières n'aura pas 
lieu avant le 17 février. 


L'étude, en vue des prestations saisonnières de demandes 
ne satisfaisant pas aux exigences ordinaires, se fait 
d'abord en fonction des règlements de la classe A, c'est-à-dire 
qu'un minimum de 15 semaines de contributions est exigé depuis 
le dernier samedi avant le 31 mars qui précède immédiatement 
la demande, L'admissibilité totale des requérants de cette 
classe se fondera entièrement sur les contributions de cette 
période, c'est-à-dire depuis le 31 mars 1967. L'autorisation 
sera de cinq semaines complétes de prestations pour chaque 
période de six semaines de contritutions(2). 


Les cas qui ne peuvent établir leur droit en vertu de la 
classe A sont examinés en vue d'admissibilité possible à la 
classe B, laquelle représente une extension de prestations pour 
ceux dont la période de prestations ordinaires s'est terminée 
au cours de l'intervalle écoulé depuis le 20 mai 1967. L'au- 
torisation sera celle qui paraît pour la période précédente de 
prestations ordinaires, ou le nombre de semaines qui restent 
dans la période des prestations saisonniéres, quelle que soit 
la période la plus courte. Le taux hebdomadaire(3) sera celui 
de la demande précédente, rectifié, s'il y a lieu, selon 
le changement de leur situation quant à leur dépendance. Les 
demandes établies après le 1€T avril 1968, appartiennent 
exlusivement à la classe B. 


Les requérants de prestations saisonnières (sauf les pé- 
cheurs) (4) doivent satisfaire A toutes les dispositions de la 
loi et des réglements, compte tenu de ce qui précéde. 


Requérants-pécheurs

pécheurs comprennent les requérants dont les documents relatifs 
aux demandes sont marqués de la lettre p (pêcheurs). Cela 
signifie que la personne est admissible aux prestations en 
vertu des contributions de pêcheurs.

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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 
APRIL 1968 


Claimants at Month-end 

Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit 
totalled 575,000 on April 30, a decline of 12 per 
cent from the 657,000 recorded on March 29, but an 
increase of 17 per cent over the 492,000 recorded 
on April 28, 1967. 


Both regular and seasonal benefit claimants 
decreased from last month, regular by 15 per cent 
and seasonal by 6 per cent. This is the result of 
seasonal improvement in the demand for labour as 
well as exhaustions of seasonal benefit. 


Eighty-eight per cent of the month-to-month 
end decline was accounted for by male claimants 
whose numbers dropped by 72,000 (15 per cent). 
Females declined by 10,000 (6 per cent). 


Twenty-seven per cent of the claimants 
recorded on April 30 were in the 1 to 4 weeks- 
on-claim category; almost three-quarters of these 
were males, The number in this category decreased 
by 15 per cent from last month - males by 16 per 
cent and females by 11 per cent. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 

During April, 166,000 initial and renewal 
claims were filed in local offices across Canada in 
comparison with 183,000 in March and 148,000 one 
year ago. Seventy per cent of the claims received 
in April were in respect of persons separated from 
employment during the month. This proportion was 
73 per cent in March, 80 per cent in February and 
85 per cent in January. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly estimate of benefi- 
ciaries was 472,000 for April, 600,000 for March 
and 461,000 for April 1967. Benefit payments 
totalled $56.3 million in April in contrast with 
$63.7 million in March and $47.2 million in April 
1967. The average weekly payment was $26.52 during 
April, $26.55 during March and $25.63 during April 
1967,

Provincial Data 


The month-end claimant count declined in all 
provinces between March and April. In Quebec, 
Alberta and Manitoba the rates of decrease were less 
than the overall rate of 12 per cent. Although 
numerically large, the decrease in Quebec ranked 
lowest at 7 per cent. A slight increase in the 
number of females occured in Manitoba and Alberta. 
With two minor exceptions (Quebec and Manitoba), 
the March-to-April percentage declines this year 
were greater than those for the same interval last 
year. 


In the Atlantic region the proportion of 
claimants who were receiving seasonal benefit 
continued well above the overall rate. Twenty- 
seven per cent of all claimants were in receipt 
of seasonal benefit; in the Atlantic region the 
proportion was over 40 per cent. 


In comparison with the end of April 1967, all 
regions except the Atlantic reported increases in 
the claimant count. Manitoba ranked first with an 
increase of 38 per cent. Almost half the overall 
increment occurred in Quebec, 


All provinces except Prince Edward Island 
shared in the month-to-month decline in the volume 
of claims filed. Ontario accounted for approxima- 
tely one-half and Quebec for one-quarter of the 
overall reduction. Compared with April 1967, 
increases in claims filed occurred in all provinces 
except Newfoundland, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 
Sixty per cent of the year-over-year increase was 
concentrated in the province of Quebec. 


A l'échelle provinciale 


Le nombre de requérants à 1a fin du mois était moins 
élevé en avril qu'en mars, dans toutes les provinces, Au 
Québec, en Alberta et au Manitoba, le taux de la baisse était 
inférieur au taux général de 12 p. 100. Bien que numérique- 
ment considérable, la diminution de 7 p. 100 au Québec était 
la plus faible, Le nombre de requérantes a augmenté quelque 
peu au Manitoba et en Alberta. A deux exceptions près, soit 
le Québec et le Manitoba, la baisse proportionnelle enregistrée 
entre mars et avril cette année était plus considérable que 
celle de l'année dernière. 


La proportion de bénéficiaires de prestations saison- 
nières dans la région de l'Atlantique est restée bien supé- 
rieure au taux général. Au Canada, 27 p. 100 de tous les 
bénéficiaires touchaient des prestations saisonniéres, mais, 
dans la région de 1'Atlantique, la proportion était de plus 
de 40 p. 100. 


Toutes les régions, sauf celle de l'Atlantique, ont connu 
des augmentations du nombre de requérants par rapport à la fin 
d'avril 1967. C'est au Manitoba qu'a eu lieu la plus forte, 
soit 38 p. 100; près de la moitié de la hausse globale est 
attribuable au Québec. 


Le nombre de demandes déposées a diminué dans toutes les 
provinces, sauf dans l'Île-du-Prince-Édouard, par rapport au 
mois précédent.

There were approximately 74,000 new cases of 
recorded unemployment during March 1968. This was 
practically unchanged from the March 1967 count, 


Slight decreases in Quebec and the Atlantic 
provinces were offset by increases in the rest of 
the country. 


The distribution of claims, by industry, has 
not changed markedly from March 1967. Small 
decreases occured in construction and the primary 
industries, with slight increases occuring else- 
where.

Seasonal Benefit, 1967-1968 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal 
benefit are unchanged from last year. Effective 
November 19, 1967 to mid-May 1968, claims failing the 
regular contribution requirements are considered for 
seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these 
terms for unemployment occurring before December 3(1). 
Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by 
a claimant during this period. The minimum duration 
is for 12 weeks, (2) hence exhaustion of seasonal bene- 
fit will not occur before February 17: 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing 
the regular requirements are considered first under 
class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 con- 
tribution weeks subsequent to the most recent Saturday 
preceding the 31 of March immediately before the claim. 
Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this 
class is based entirely on contributions since that 
date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of 
benefit for every 6 weeks of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirements for 
class A are then examined for possible qualification 
under class B which represents an extension of benefit 
for those for whom a regular benefit period terminated 
during the interval since May 20, 1967. The authoriza- 
tion will be that shown on the preceding regular bene- 
fit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the 
seasonal benefit period, whichever is the lesser. The 
weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, 
adjusted, if necessary, for any change in dependency 
status. Claims established subsequent to April 1, 
1968 are exclusively class B. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) 
(4) must comply with all the provisions of the Act and 
Regulations, except where mentioned above. 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Claimants, includes those 
claimants whose claim documents carry the identifica- 
tion F, for fishing. This indicates that the person 
is eligible for benefit by virtue of fishing contribu- 
tions. 

(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period 
waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week 
commencing November 26. 

While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims is 13 
weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subse- 
quent to the week ending February 24, 1968 provide 
entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of 
the seasonal benefit period.

(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to 
seasonal benefit claims. This section was added 
in September 1959 in order to minimize the impact 
of short-term employment on the weekly rate for 
subsequent regular claims filed within a two-year 
period. 

During the seasonal benefit period, claimants 
classed as fishermen will be considered available 
and unemployed in respect to any activity in com- 
mercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, 
equipment or boat. However, income from fishing 
or any other activity during a week is taken into 
consideration in determining the amount of benefit 
payable.

MAY 1968 


Claimants at Month-end 


On May 31, claimants for regular unemployment 
insurance benefit totalled 321,000. This was 40,000 
(14 per cent) more than the 281,000 recorded on May 31, 
1967. The year-over-year rate of increase was one half 
of that experienced a year ago when the number of 
claimants at May 31, 1967 exceeded the May 31, 1966 count 
by 29 per cent. 


As the seasonal benefit period terminated on May 
18 the April and May month-end claimant counts are not 
comparable. Of the 575,000 claimants recorded on April 
30, 155,000 were identified as claimants for seasonal 
benefit and 420,000 for regular. Males accounted for 
95 per cent of the April-to-May decrease in the count 
of claimants for regular benefit. Less than two thirds 
of the end-of-May claimants were male, in comparison 
with 70 per cent at the end of April. The decline in 
the proportion of men is associated with the seasonal 
upturn in employment in industries such as construction, 
transportation and primary industries where mainly men 
are employed. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total of 124,000 initial and renewal claims were 
filed in the local offices across Canada during May. 
This was 25 per cent less than the 166,000 received in 
April, but exceeded by 6 per cent the 117,000 received 
in May 1967. 


The April-to-May decrease in claims filed can be 
partly attributed to the termination of the seasonal 
benefit period on May 18. This is indicated by the sharp 
decline from April of 33,000 initial claims which 
accounted for almost four-fifths of the month-to-month 
reduction in the total of initial and renewal claims.

Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly estimate of beneficiaries was 
395,000 in May, 472,000 in April and 294,000 in May 
1967. Benefit payments were $46.3 million during May, 
as against $56.3 million for April and $37.2 million for 
May 1967. The average weekly payments for these three 
dates were $26.01, $26.52 and $25.28 respectively. 


Provincial Data 


All provinces west of New Brunswick shared in the 
increase in the claimant count over May Si, 19675 This 
year there were fewer male claimants in each of the 
Atlantic provinces, and, with the exception of Nova 
Scotia, a drop in the overall claimant count. Manitoba, 
which ranked highest in the percentage increase over 
last year, was the only province to record fewer claim- 
ants at the end of May 1967 than on May 31, 1966, 


The April to May decrease in the volume of claims 
filed was general throughout the country. A small in- 
Crease over the May 1967 claim load was reported in most 
provinces. Initial and renewal claims were slightly 
fewer in number this year in Prince Edward Island while 
in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick there was a small de- 
Cline in initial claims. In Quebec an increase in the 
number of initial claims was offset by a decline in 
renewals.

Seasonal Benefit 


Nearly 40 per cent of the initial claims pro- 
cessed during the 1967-68 seasonal benefit period were 
considered for seasonal benefit. The proportions 
ranged from 60 per cent in Prince Edward Island to 33) 
per cent in Alberta, with the four Atlantic provinces 
ranking highest. 


Initial claims established under the seasonal 
benefit provisions during the 1967-68 period numbered 
286,700, an increase of 18 per cent over the 242,400 
established in 1966-67. Non-fishing seasonal benefit 
claims increased by 46,000 while fishing claims de- 
creased by 2,000. 


Since seasonal benefit becomes operative at the 
time of year when climatic conditions bring about a 
slow-down in employment, the largest volume of claims 
occurs in December. Nearly one-half of the initial 
claims processed in December were considered for 
seasonal benefit (Table I). One-quarter (70,000) of 
the seasonal benefit claims were established in 
December (Table II). In addition a substantial pro- 
portion of the 55,000 claims established in January 
would have been filed in December and would be retro- 
active to the date filed. The sharp decline in May 
is associated with the termination of the seasonal 
benefit period in nild-May. 


The month-end count of claimants for seasonal 
benefit reporting to local offices was higher in each 
month this year than last. The increase over the five- 
month period averaged 19 per cent. 


The number of claimants for seasonal benefit 
reached a peak of 165,600 at the end of March when they 
represented 25 per cent of all claimants. At the end 
of April the proportion of claimants for seasonal ben- 
efit was 27 per cent, reflecting a decrease in the 
number of regular claimants who either exhausted their 
benefit and transferred to seasonal or withdrew from 
claimant status and returned to work, 


Nearly twenty-two per cent of the reporting 
claimants were classified as seasonal benefit during 
the 1967-68 period, the same proportion as last year. 
In each of the Atlantic provinces this proportion was 
well above the national average. 


Ninety per cent of the fishing claims were es- 
tablished during December and January compared with 40 
per cent of the non-fishing claims, At the national 
level only 8 per cent of the seasonal benefit claims 
Were fishing. This proportion was 38 per cent in New- 
foundland, 33 per cent in Prince Edward Island and 28 
per cent in Nova Scotia. 


Whereas the number of non-fishing claimants 
peaked at the end of March (with a slight decrease oc- 
Curring at the end of April) the number of fishing 
claimants was highest at the end of February and by 
the end of April their number had dropped to less than 
half of the February total. The declines in March and 
April were due partly to exhaustion of benefit. 


Two-thirds of fishing claimants were from New- 
foundland, Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia, with 
Newfoundland accounting for 37 per cent. In each of 
these three provinces, fishing claimants accounted for 
at least 40 per cent of the seasonal benefit claimants; 
in Newfoundland the proportion was over 50 per cent. 


During the 1967-68 period approximately $77 mil- 
lion were paid under the seasonal benefit provisions, 
This compares with $63 million for the 1966-67 period.

Les 
demandes de prestations saisonnières provenant des non-pêcheurs 
se sont accrues de 46,000, tandis que celles des pêcheurs ont 
diminué de 2,000, 


Comme les prestations saisonnières entrent en vigueur à 
une époque de l'année où le temps cause un ralentissement de 
l'emploi, la plus grande partie des demandes se font en 
décembre, Presque la moitié des demandes initiales examinées 
en décembre l'étaient en vue de prestations saisonnières 
(tableau I). Le quart (70,000) des demandes de prestations 
saisonnières ont été établies en décembre (tableau II). De 
plus, bon nombre des 55,000 demandes établies en janvier 
auraient été soumises en décembre et seraient donc rétroactives 
à la date de leur présentation.

Le nombre de requérants de prestations saisonnières a 
atteint un sommet de 165,600 à la fin de mars, soit 25 pe L0G 
de tous les requérants. À la fin d'avril, la proportion des 
requérants de prestations saisonnières était de 27 pi. O05 “ce 
qui traduisait une baisse du nombre de requérants de presta- 
tions ordinaires qui avaient soit épuisé leur droit aux presta- 
tions et demandaient des prestations saisonniéres, soit cessé 
de demander des prestations et repris Je travail. 


Presque 22 p, 100 des requérants qui envoyaient des 
déclarations de chémage étaient classés comme requérants de 
prestations saisonniéres au cours de la période 1967-1968, 
soit la même proportion que l'an dernier. Dans chacune des 
provinces de l'Atlantique, la proportion était considérable- 
ment au-dessus de la moyenne nationale, 


Quatre-vingt-dix pour cent des demandes de pécheurs ont 
été établies en décembre et janvier, contre 40 p. 100 dans le 
cas des non-pécheurs. Au niveau national, seulement 8 p. 100 
des demandes de prestations saisonniéres provenaient des pé- 
cheurs, Cette proportion était de 38 p. 100 a Terre-Neuve, 

33 p. 100 dans l'Île-du-Prince-Édouard et 28 p. 100 en Nouvelle- 
Écosse. 


Alors que le nombre de requérants non-pêcheurs culminait 
à la fin de mars (fléchissant ensuite légèrement à la fin 
d'avril), celui des pêcheurs atteignait son sommet à la fin de 
fevrier et, a la fim d'avril, ce dernier nombre avait diminué 
de plus de moitié. Les fléchissements de mars et d'avril 
étaient partiellement dus à l'épuisement du droit aux presta- 
tions. 


Les deux tiers des requérants-pêcheurs étaient de Terre-

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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


JUNE 1968 
Claimants at Month-end 


At the end of June 1968 claimants for unem- 
ployment insurance benefit totalled 291,000, a de- 
cline of 9 per cent from the 321,000 recorded on May 
31 but an increase of 20 per cent over the 243,000 
on June 30, 1967. 


The decrease from the May 31 total was mostly 
among males whose numbers fell by 14 per cent. Males 
accounted for 60 per cent of the total at the end of 
June, 66 per cent at the end of May and 75 per cent, 
on the average, during the winter months, This de- 
crease in the proportion of male claimants is asso- 
ciated with increased seasonal activity in industries 
which mainly employ men. 


Of the claimants reporting on June 28, thirty- 
six per cent were in the 1 to 4 weeks-on-claim cate- 
gory. This proportion was thirty-one per cent for 
May 31 and thirty-eight per cent for June 30, 1967. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total of 93,000 initial and renewal claims 
for benefit were filed in local offices across Canada 
during June in comparison with 124,000 in May and 
89,000 one year ago. Nearly 90 per cent of the June 
claims were received from persons separated from 
employment during the month as against 73 per cent 
in May; this proportion (90 per cent) remained 
virtually unchanged from June 1967. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly estimate of beneficiaries 
was 229,000 for June, 395,000 for May and 182,000 
for June 1967. Benefit payments amounted to $23.4 
million during June in comparison with $46.3 million 
in May and $17.8 million in June 1967. The average 
weekly payment was $25.57 for June, $26.01 for May 
and $24.56 for June 1967. 


Provincial Data 


The decline in the number of month-end claim- 
ants was general across Canada between May and June. 
The Atlantic and Prairie provinces had higher rates 
of decrease than the national rate of 9 per cent, 
ranging from 23 per cent in Newfoundland and Alberta 
to 13 per cent in Prince Edward Island and Manitoba. 
A small increase in the number of females was re- 
corded in Saskatchewan. Ontario, with the lowest 
rate of decline from May 31, was the only province 
to record a slight increment for the same period 
last year. 


Compared with the end of June 1967 all prov- 
inces except Newfoundland shared in the year-over- 
year increase in the month-end claimant count. Pro- 
portionately large increases occurred among males in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. With the exception of 
Prince Edward Island, each of the Atlantic provinces 
reported fewer male claimants this year. 


DEMANDES DE PRESTATIONS ET PRESTATIONS VERSEES 


JUIN 1968 


Nombre de requérants a la fin du mois 


A la fin de juin 1968, le nombre de requérants de pres- 
tations d'assurance-chômage était de 291,000, soit 9 p. 100 de 
moins qu'au 31 mai (321,000), mais 20 p. 100 de plus qu'au 30 
juin 1967 (243,000). 


C'est chez les requérants de sexe masculin, dont le nom- 
bre a diminué de 14 p. 100, que s'est produite la majeure par- 
tie de la diminution par rapport au 31 mai. Ils formaient 60 
p. 100 du total à la fin de juin, 66 p. 100 à la fin de mai et 
75 p. 100, en moyenne, durant les mois d'hiver. Cette baisse 
se rattache à l'accroissement de l'activité saisonnière des 
industries qui emploient surtout des hommes. 


Au 28 juin, 36 p. 100 des requérants envoyaient leurs 
déclarations depuis une à quatre semaines à comparer à 31 p. 
100 et à 38 p. 100 au 31 mai 1968 et au 30 juin 1967 respecti- 
vement. 


Demandes initiales et demandes renouvelées 


Les demandes tant initiales que renouvelées déposées 
dans les bureaux locaux du Canada en juin étaient au nombre 
de 93,000, à comparer à 124,000 en mai et à 89,000 il y a un 
an. Près de 90 p. 100 des demandes de juin provenaient de 
personnes dont l'emploi avait cessé au cours du mois; cette 
proportion était 73 p. 100 en mai et pratiquement la même 
qu'en juin 1967 (90 p. 100). 


Bénéficiaires et prestations versées 


Le nombre hebdomadaire moyen de bénéficiaires était é- 
valué à 229,000 en juin, à 395,000 en mai et à 182,000 en juin 
1967. Les prestations versées ont atteint 23.4 millions de 
dollars en juin, en comparaison de 46.3 millions en mai et de 
17.8 millions en juin 1967. La prestation hebdomadaire moyen- 
ne était de $25.57 en juin, $26.01 en mai et $24.56 en juin 
1967. 


À l'échelle provinciale 


La baisse du nombre de requérants à la fin de juin par 
rapport à la fin de mai était générale dans tout le Canada. 
Les provinces de l'Atlantique et des Prairies accusaient des 
taux de fléchissement supérieurs au taux national de 9 p. 100, 
ces taux allant de 13 p. 100 dans 1'fle-du-Prince-Edouard et 
au Manitoba, à 23 p. 100 à Terre-Neuve et en Alberta. Le 
nombre de femmes requérantes a augmenté légèrement en Saskat- 
chewan. L'Ontario, qui a connu la plus faible diminution pro- 
portionnelle par rapport au 31 mai, a été la seule province 
à avoir marqué une légère hausse pour la même période l'an 
dernier. 


Aucune des provinces, sauf Terre-Neuve, n'a échappé à 
l'accroissement du nombre de requérants par rapport à la fin 
de juin 1967. La hausse a été proportionnellement forte chez 
les hommes au Manitoba et en Saskatchewan. A l'exception de 
1'tle-du-Prince-Edouard, toutes les provinces de l'Atlantique 
ont signalé un nombre moins élevé de requérants de sexe mas- 
culin.

Approximately 44,000 new cases of unemployment 
were recorded in June, in comparison with 39,000 for 
the same month one year ago. There was a seasonal 
decline from the March total of 74,000 cases. 


Claims from persons separated from the manu- 
facturing and service industries accounted for more 
than 50 per cent of the total cases, the same pro- 
portion as in June 1967. 


In comparison with last year, the distribution 
of claims by industry indicates a general decrease 
in manufacturing and a general increase in the 
service industry. There was little change in the 
distribution of other industries.

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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


AUGUST 1968 


Claimants at Month-end 


Claimants for unemployment insurance benefit num- 
bered 270,000 on August 30, 1968. This represents a 


decrease of 51,000 from the July 31 total of 321,000 but 


an increase of almost 43,000 over the 227,000 recorded 
on August 31, 1967. The proportion of male claimants 
(60 per cent) was constant for the three periods under 
review. 


Seventy per cent of the July-to-August decline 


occurred among males, whereas the year-over-year increase 


was shared almost equally among males and females. 


The current claimant count includes some 99,000 
persons who came on claim during August (i.e. were in 
the 1 to 4 weeks-on-claim category). At the end of 
July, when the claimant group normally reflects lay- 
offs associated with annual holiday and plant shut- 
downs, this total was 140,000. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total of 89,000 initial and renewal claims were 
filed in local offices across Canada during August, 
substantially lower than the 124,000 in July. The Au- 
gust 1967 total was 93,000. Almost 90 per cent of the 
cases were from persons separating from employment dur- 
ing the month. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was 
estimated at 195,000 for August, 148,000 for July and 
138,000 for August 1967. Benefit payments totalled 
$26.2 million in August versus $18.9 million in July 
and $16.8 million in August 1967. Due to the delay 
caused by the postal strike, some of the payments made 
in July are included in the August total, The average 
weekly payments for these three dates were $25.81, 
$25.51 and $24.38 respectively. 


Provincial Data 


All provinces reported declines in the July-to- 
August claimant count. The bulk of the decrease, over 
80 per cent, occurred in Quebec and Ontario. 


In comparison with one year ago increases were 
reported in all provinces, Proportionately large in- 
creases, ranging from 40 to 67 per cent were shown in 
Prince Edward Island and the Prairie Provinces. Que- 
bec and Ontario, with increases of 23 and 10 per cent 
respectively, accounted for 60 per cent of the total 
increase. 


DEMANDES DE PRESTATIONS ET PRESTATIONS VERSÉES 


AOÛT 1968 


Nombre de requérants à la fin du mois 


Le 30 août 1968, le nombre de requérants de prestations 
d'assurance-chômage était de 270,000, soit 51,000 de moins que 
le 31 juillet (321,000), mais presque 43,000 de plus que le. 31 
août 1967 (227,000). La proportion des requérants de sexe mas- 
culin est demeurée constante (60 p. 100) au cours des trois 
périodes observées. 


Les hommes sont intervenus pour 70 p. 100 de la baisse

Le nombre de requérants comprend environ 99,000 personnes 
devenues nouveaux requérants en août (i.e. ceux qui envoyaient 
leurs rapports depuis 1 à 4 semaines). A la fin de juillet, 
date où normalement le nombre de requérants augmente par suite 
des licenciements dus à la fermeture des usines pour les vacan- 
ces annuelles, ce total était de 140,000. 


Demandes initiales et demandes renouvelées 


Les demandes initiales et les demandes renouvelées dépo- 
sées en août aux bureaux locaux étaient au nombre de 89,000, 
soit beaucoup moins que les 124,000 déposées en juillet. Ce 
nombre était de 93,000 en août 1967. Presque 90 p. cent des 
demandes faisaient suite à des cessations d'emploi pendant le 
mois. 


Nombre de bénéficiaires et prestations versées 


La moyenne hebdomadaire du nombre de bénéficiaires était 
évaluée à 195,000 en août, à 148,000 en juillet et à 138,000 
en août 1967.

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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


SEPTEMBER 1968 


Claimants at Month-end 


On September 30, claimants for unemployment 
insurance benefit numbered 247,000. This was 23,000 
(9 per cent) fewer than the 270,000 on claim at the 
end of August. While 60 per cent of the claimants were 
men, they accounted for three-quarters of the month- 
over-month decrease. The number of male claimants 
was reduced by 11 per cent, females by 6 per cent. 


In comparison with the end of September 1967 
claimant count of 211,000 there was an increase of 
36,000 (17 per cent); one half of these were males. 


Forty per cent of the claimants came on claim 
during the month, i.e. they were in the 1 to 4 weeks- 
on-claim category. One seventh (14 per cent) of the 
claimants had been on claim more than 26 weeks. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


A total of 91,000 initial and renewal claims 
were filed in local offices across Canada during Sep- 
tember. The volume was slightly higher than last month 
and more than 10 per cent greater than the 83,000 
filed during September 1967. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was 
estimated at 199,000, benefit payments totalled $20.8 
million with the average weekly payment being $26.09. 
Comparable figures for August were 195,000, $26.2 
million and $25.81; for September 1967 they were 160,- 
000, $15.8 million and $24.62. 


Provincial Data 


With the exception of Newfoundland, all provinces 
shared in the decrease from the August 30 claimant 
count. Quebec and Ontario accounted for the bulk of 
the decrease, however Manitoba and British Columbia 
also registered substantial declines. 


Increases from September 29, 1967 in the number 
of claimants occurred in all provinces. A propor- 
tionately large but numerically small change was re- 
ported in Prince Edward Island. The largest increases 
occurred in Quebec and Ontario, followed by British 
Columbia and Alberta.

En septembre, 91,000 demandes, tant initiales que renou- 
velées, ont été déposées aux bureaux locaux. Ce nombre est 
légèrement supérieur à celui du mois précédent et plus de 10 
p. 100 supérieur aux 83,000 demandes déposées en septembre 
1967. 


Nombre de bénéficiaires et prestations versées 


La moyenne hebdomadaire du nombre de bénéficiaires était 
évaluée à 199,000; le montant des prestations versées s'est 
élevé à 20.8 millions de dollars. Le versement hebdomadaire 
moyen était de $26.09. Les chiffres comparatifs du mois d' 
août étaient 195,000, 26.2 millions et $25.81 et ceux du mois 
de septembre 1967, 160,000, 15.8 millions et $24.62. 


A l'échelle provinciale 


Toutes les provinces, sauf Terre-Neuve, ont signalé une 
baisse du nombre de requérants par rapport au 30 août. Si le 
Québec et l'Ontario ont accusé la plus grande diminution, le 
Manitoba et la Colombie-Britannique ont également connu une 
baisse importante. 


Par rapport au 29 septembre 1967, le nombre des requé- 
rants s'est accru dans toutes les provinces. Une variation 
relativement importante bien que numériquement faible s'est 
produite en l' Île-du-Prince-Édouard. Les augmentations les 
plus fortes ont eu lieu au Québec et en Ontario, suivis de la 
Colombie-Britannique et de l'Alberta.

Substantial increases over last month in the 
number of claims filed in Quebec and British Columbia 
offset a large drop in the number of initial claims 
filed in Ontario. Although the other provinces all 
reported a heavier claim load, the numbers involved 
were small. In 1967, claims filed in September were 
fewer than in August in most of the provinces, 


Compared with September 1967 the claim load this 
year was greater in all provinces. With the exception 
of Quebec and Alberta the numbers involved were not 
large. 


Une hausse importante par rapport au mois dernier du 
nombre de demandes déposées au Québec et en Colombie-Britan- 
nique a compensé une baisse considérable du nombre de demandes 
initiales déposées en Ontario.

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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


OCTOBER 1968 


Claimants at Month-end 


On October 31, there were 265,000 claimants for 
unemployment insurance benefit. This was 18,000 (7 
per cent) more than the 247,000 recorded on September 
30. Males accounted for practically all of the 
increase from the end of last month; their numbers 
rose by 12 per cent, while the count of females re- 
mained unchanged. 


In comparison with the end of October 1967 
count of 242,000, there was a nine per cent increase 
shared equally by males and females. 


Approximately 46 per cent of the claimants came 
on claim during the month, i.e. they were in the 1 
to 4 weeks-on-claim category. One half of the men 
and one third of the women were in this category. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


Of the 117,000 claims filed during the month 
80,000 were initial, 37,000 renewal claims. The 
volume of claims filed was 26,000 (29 per cent) 
larger than the 91,000 filed last month and 2,500 (2 
per cent) more than the 115,000 filed during 
October 1967. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was 
estimated at 156,000, benefit payments totalled 
$20.8 million with the average weekly payment being 
$26.82. For September, comparable figures were 
199,000, $20.8 million and $26.09; for October 1967 
they were 139,000, $15.5 million and $24.86. 


Provincial Data 


Increases over last month in the month-end 
claimant count occurred in all except two provinces. 
While the count remained unchanged in Newfoundland, 
a decrease of 4,500 (5 per cent) was reported in 
Ontario. Ontario was the only province where the 
number of female claimants declined. 


In comparison with the end of October 1967, 
increases occurred in all provinces except Ontario 
where there was a 12 per cent reduction in the 
number of male claimants.

The increase over last month in the volume 
of claims filed was common to all provinces and 
averaged 29 per cent. In Ontario and Nova Scotia 
the percentage increases were less and in the 
remaining provinces more than the national average. 


Ontario was the only province where there was 
no increase over October 1967 in the claim load. In 
that province a decrease of 7,500 in the number of 
claims filed was nearly as great as the increases in 
the rest of the country.

During September there were 41,000 new cases 
Of recorded unemployment. This was 18 per cent more 
than the 35,000 recorded in September 1967, but 6

Claimants at Month-end 


On November 29 the number of claimants for unem- 
ployment insurance benefit totalled 342,000. This was 
77,000 (29 per cent) more than the 265,000 recorded at 
the end of October. Four-fifths of the increase was 
accounted for by males whose numbers rose by 39 per 
cent; the count of females increased by 14 per cent. 
The proportion of male claimants rose from 60 per cent 
at the end of October to 65 per cent at the end of 
November. 


The increase this year from the end of October 
was smaller than that recorded during the same inter- 
val in 1967. Last year the end of October count was 
exceeded by 39 per cent, 51 per cent for males and 
20 per cent for females. 


Over half of the claimants came on claim during 
the month, i.e. they were in the 1 to 4 weeks-on-claim 
category. The number of claimants in this category 
was 50 per cent higher than at the end of October. 


The claimant count at the end of November was 
slightly higher than on November 30, 1967. While 
there were 1,700 fewer males, the count of females 
rose by 6,700. 


Initial and Renewal Claims 


During November a total of 171,000 initial and 
renewal claims were filed in local offices across 
Canada. This represented an increase of 45 per cent 
over the 117,000 filed last month but a decrease of 
12 per cent from the 194,000 filed during November 
1967. The large increase over October in the number 
of initial claims filed is usual and can be attributed, 
in part, to claims being filed prior to the first week 
in December when the seasonal benefit period commences. 
This year the rate of increase was substantially less 
than in 1967 when the November claim load was 68 per 
cent greater than in October. 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was 
estimated at 186,000 for November, 156,000 for October, 
and 174,000 for November 1967. For these three dates 
respectively, benefit payments totalled $20.6 million, 
$20.8 million and $19.9 million; average weekly pay- 
ments were $27.69, $26,82 and $25.36. 


Provincial Data 


Increase over the end of October claimant count 
occurred in all provinces. Although proportionately 
large increases were reported everywhere, large numeric 
increases occurred only in Quebec, Ontario, British 
Columbia and Newfoundland. 


In comparison with the end of November 1967, all 
provinces reported a larger number of female claimants. 
Fewer male claimants were reported in Ontario, Manitoba 
and British Columbia, while their numbers were slightly 
greater in the remaining provinces.

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CLAIMS AND BENEFIT PAYMENTS 
DECEMBER 1968 
Claimants at Month-end 


On December 31 there were 498,000 claimants 
for unemployment insurance benefit. This was slight- 
ly less than the 502,000 recorded at the end of 
December 1967. While the count of females rose by 
3,100 there were 6,700 fewer males. 


The November-to-December month-end increase of 
156,000 claimants is associated with the commencement 
of the seasonal benefit period in December. Males 
accounted for over 80 per cent of the increase. 


Initial and Renewal claims 


A total of 276,000 initial and renewal claims 
were filed in local offices across Canada during 
December. This represented an increase of 62 per 
cent over the 171,000 filed last month and 2 per cent 
over the 271,000 filed during December 1967. The 
large increase (71 per cent) over November in the 
number of initial claims filed is usual and can be 
attributed to claims being filed in December when the 
seasonal benefit period commences, 


Beneficiaries and Benefit Payments 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was 
estimated at 236,000 for December, 186,000 for Novem- 
ber, and 255,000 for December 1967. For these three 
dates respectively, benefit payments totalled $30.8 
million, $20.6 million and $26.6 million; average 
weekly payments were $29.05, $27.69 and $26.09. 


Provincial Data 


Increases over the end of November claimant 
count occurred in all provinces. Although propor- 
tionalely large increases were reported everywhere, 
large numeric increases occurred only in Quebec, 
Ontario, British Columbia and Newfoundland. 


In comparison with the claimant count at the 
end of December 1967, increases among males in Sask- 
atchewan and the four Atlantic provinces were offset 
by decreases elsewhere. Quebec and Ontario were the 
only provinces reporting fewer females.

Seasonal Benefit, 1968-1969 period 


Provisions governing the operation of seasonal 
benefit are unchanged from last year. Effective 
November 24, 1968 to mid-May 1969, claims failing the 
regular contribution requirements are considered for 
seasonal benefit. Benefit is not payable under these 
terms for unemployment occurring before December 8(1). 
Only one seasonal benefit period may be established by 
a claimant during this period. The minimum duration 
is for 12 weeks, (2) hence exhaustion of seasonal bene- 
fit will not occur before February 22. 


In testing for seasonal benefit, claims failing 
the regular requirements are considered first under 
class A, for which the minimum requirement is 15 con- 
tribution weeks subsequent to the most recent Saturday 
preceding the 31 of March immediately before the claim. 
Total entitlement for claimants qualifying in this 
class is based entirely on contributions since that 
date. The benefit formula provides 5 full weeks of 
benefit for every 6 weeks of contribution(2). 


Cases failing the contribution requirements for 
class À are then examined for possible qualification 
under class B which represents an extension of benefit 
for those for whom a regular benefit period terminated 
during the interval since May 18, 1968. The authoriza- 
tion will be that shown on the preceding regular bene- 
fit period, or the number of weeks which remain in the 
Seasonal benefit period, whichever is the lesser. The 
weekly rate(3) will be that of the preceding claim, 
adjusted, if necessary, for any change in dependency 
Status. Claims established subsequent to April 1, 
1969 are exclusively class B. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit (except fishermen) 
(4) must comply with all the provisions of the Act and 
Regulations, except where mentioned above. 


Fishing Claimants 


Table 3b, Fishing Claimants, includes those 
claimants whose claim documents carry the identifica- 
tion F, for fishing. This indicates that the person 
is eligible for benefit by virtue of fishing contribu- 
tions. 


(1) A claimant eligible to have the waiting period 
waived could draw seasonal benefit for the week 
commencing December 1. 

(2) While the minimum entitlement on SBA claims 18} 
weeks (SBB, 12 weeks), claims established subse- 
quent to the week ending February 22, 1969 provide 
entitlement only for the number of weeks remaining 
between the date of establishment and the end of 
the seasonal benefit period. 


(3) Section 47 (2a) of the Act is not applicable to 
Seasonal benefit claims. This section was added 
in September 1959 in order to minimize the impact 
of short-term employment on the weekly rate for 
subsequent regular claims filed within a two-year 
period. 

(4) During the seasonal benefit period, claimants 
classed as fishermen will be considered available 
and unemployed in respect to any activity in com- 
mercial fishing or in the repair of fishing gear, 
equipment or boat. However, income from fishing 
or any other activity during a week is taken into 
consideration in determining the amount of benefit 
payable. 
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Prestations Saisonniéres, 1968-1969 


Les dispositions régissant les prestations saisonniéres 
sont les mêmes que l'an dernier. Du 24 novembre 1968 à la 
mi-mai 1969, les demandes qui ne répondent pas aux exi- 
gences statutaires ordinaires sont étudiées aux fins des pres- 
tations saisonnières, Les prestations ne sont pas versées en 
vertu de ces dispositions pour le chômage survenu avant le 8 
décembre(1). Un requérant peut établir qu'une seule période 
de prestation saisonnière pour l'espace de temps mentionné ci- 
dessus. La durée minimum est de 12 semaines (2); par consé- 
quent, l'épuisement des prestations saisonnières n'aura pas 
lieu avant le 22 février. 


L'étude, en vue des prestations saisonnières de demandes 
ne satisfaisant pas aux exigences ordinaires, se fait 
d'abord en fonction des règlements de la classe A, c'est-à-dire 
qu'un minimum de 15 semaines de contributions est exigé depuis 
le dernier samedi avant le 31 mars qui précède immédiatement 
la demande. L'admissibilité totale des requérants de cette 
classe se fondera entièrement sur les contributions de cette 
période, c'est-à-dire depuis le 31 mars 1968. L'autorisation 
sera de cinq semaines complètes de prestations pour chaque 
période de six semaines de contributions (2). 


Les cas qui ne peuvent établir leur droit en vertu de la 
classe A sont examinés en vue d'admissibilité possible à la 
classe B, laquelle représente une extension de prestations pour 
ceux dont la période de prestations ordinaires s'est terminée 
au cours de l'intervalle écoulé depuis le 18 mai 1968. L'au- 
torisation sera celle qui paraît pour la période précédente de 
prestations ordinaires, ou le nombre de semaines qui restent 
dans la période des prestations saisonnières, quelle que soit 
la période la plus courte. Le taux hebdomadaire(3) sera celui 
de la demande précédente, rectifié, s'il y a lieu, selon 
le changement de leur situation quant à leur dépendance. Les 
demandes établies après le 1€T avril 1969, appartiennent 
exclusivement à la classe B. 


Les requérants de prestations saisonnières (sauf les pé- 
cheurs) (4) doivent satisfaire à toutes les dispositions de la 
loi et des règlements, compte tenu de ce qui précède. 


Requérants-pêcheurs 


Dans le tableau 3b, les requérants de prestations de 
pêcheurs comprennent les requérants dont les documents relatifs 
aux demandes sont marqués de la lettre Pp (pêcheurs). Cela 
signifie que la personne est admissible aux prestations en 
vertu des contributions de pêcheurs. 


(1) Un requérant admissible au transfert de sa période d'at- 


tente peut retirer des prestations saisonniéres pour la 
semaine du 1T décembre. 

(2) Bien que le minimum soit de 13 semaines pour les demandes 
de prestations saisonnières, classe A (12 semaines, 
classe B), lorsqu'il reste moins de 13 semaines entre la 
date de 1'établissement du droit et la fin de la période de 
prestations saisonnières (c'est-à-dire après le 22 février 
1969), la durée autorisée sera égale à ce nombre de se- 
maines.
